Mr Robert Mugabe, the 
Rhodesfian black 'nationalist 
leader who speerheaded the 
guerrilla war against the Salis¬ 
bury Government, retui ned 
here today from five years in 
es, ] fi and ^ told a tumultous 
rally of his supporters there 
would be no more injustice 
based on race and colour. . 

The head of the Zanu (PF) 
Party, whose espousal of 
.socialism has struck fear in the 
hearts of the null on's 220,000 
Europeans, called on whites to 
remain in the countrv and 
urged all - of Rhodesia* 
6,500,000 inhabitants to unite 
in order to attain “ true 
democracy based on equality ”. 

An estimated 200,000 ‘ or 
more people were at the Zim¬ 
babwe grounds in the H ighiield 
black township of Salisbury to 
greet Mr Mugabe who has 
rarely been seen in Rhodesia 
because he spent most of the 
last 15 years in detention or in 
exile in Mozambique. 

It was by far the largest 


crowd to attend a rallv given 
bv any of the black political 
parties taking part in next 
month's election and. according 
to some observers, it xvas the 
biggest political meeting ever 
held in the country. 

Party officials said the crowd 
would have been even bigger if 
Police _ and security "force 
auxiliaries had no; stopped bus 
loads of supporters coming tu 
from the countryside. 

An exuberant Mr Mugabe, 
who had flown to Salisbury 
from Maputo earlier in the day, 
gave triumphant clenched fist 
salutes to the crowd and led 
them in Lhe chanting of 
nationalist slogans. 

The_ crowd, which included a 
majority of young people, was 
good humoured and well con¬ 
trolled by party officials. 
However, there were several 
violent incidents including one 
io which a man, allegedly carry¬ 
ing a gun. was severely beaten 
by Zanu (PF) officials within 
a few feet of the rostrum on 
which Mr Mugabe and the 
party’s central com mi tree were 


standing. Police reported a 
number of violent incidents 
during the night and used tear- 
gas to disperse a crowd, 

Ar a televised pres* confer¬ 
ence at Salisbury airport before 
the rally Mr Mugabe attempted 
ro project himself as a man of 
moderation whose real aims 
hod cither keen misunderstood 
or deliberately distorted. 

While conceding that his 
party's ideology mis socialism, 
he sought to assure Rhodesians 
that Zanu (PF) “ having fought 
gallantly for what we consi¬ 
dered to be our honest objec- 
ihv\ will be honest in nexce in 
achieve the society where all 
c.ui have a place **." 

On key economic questions 
he emphasized that there would 
still be a place for private 
farmers and that only undtsr- 
utUUed and abandoned land or 
land owned by absentee land¬ 
lords would be used to resettle 
peasants who- were presently 
confined to the tribal trust 
lands. There would he no vic¬ 
timization or seizure of private 
enterprises. 


He said he recognized Lite 
anxieties felt by whites and 
appealed to them to remain in 
rite country. “ We have not 
come to throw them out", he 
declared. “ The hint thins v.e 
would like in see vuuld he ihe 
creatiun of refugee camps -uurh 
of the Limpopo river. ’I hat 
u on Ij he a failure uf nur 
struggle.” 

However. Mr Mugjbe did 
have some strung words ta say 
about Bishop Abel Mu/cirewj. 
the former Prime Minister, 
about what he nerccivcd to he 
an orui-Znnu (PF) bias within 
the British Administration in 
Rhodesia and' about die pre¬ 
sence of South African forces 
in Rhodesia. 

He accused the bishop of 
being “ a coward " and of being 
ihe main violator of die cease¬ 
fire because he was using 
securitv force auxiliaries t« 
intimidate people into support¬ 
ing him. 

Mr Mugabe intends to discuss 
the question of the auxiliaries 
with Lord Soames, die Gover¬ 
nor.- He noted that the British 


had frequently complained 
publicly uhuui alleged violations 
of the ceasA'irc by his forces 
but never by the auxiliaries. 
" We begin to suspect the 
British are being used by 
Murorewa or else they are in 
collusion with Muzorewa.” 

Questioned ubuut the 
announced withdrawal of South 
African rroops based at Beit 
Bridge. Mr Mugabe said this 
was not enough. He claimed 
there were at least .1.000 South 
African troops operating as 
units of the Rhodesian security 
forces as well as another 3.000 
South African volunteers and 
these should be withdrawn also. 

On foreign relations Mr 
Mugabe emphasized that his 
party would follow a policy of 
co-cxistcnce with South Africa. 
“We will nor disrupt the trade 
that has been established be¬ 
tween nur countries.” he said. 
His party would follow a non- 
aligned foreign policy leaning 
neither to east nor vtcsl.

Egypt speeds peace process with new normalization date

Jerusalem. Jan 27 

The delicate and slow-moving 
Middle East peace process has 
heen given a boost by an un¬ 
expected Egyptian decision to 
accelerate most aspects oF tbs 
normalization of relations with 
Israel well ahead of the dead¬ 
line set down in the Camp 
David agreements. 

The decision was taken per¬ 
sonally by President Sadat, who 
is now reported to have instruc¬ 
ted his. Government to consider 
February 15 as the starting 
date for “ complete ” norraaliza- 
rrofl rather than July 26, the day 
laid down in:the official time¬ 
table of the peace treaty. 

Senior Israeli ministers were, 
informed of the decision pri¬ 
vately last week and further 
amplification is expected to¬ 
morrow, when the Egyptian 


leader is due to make an 
important speech in Cairo. 
According to Mr Anis Mansour, 
the editor of the influential 
Egyptian magazine October Mr 
Sadat’s move came-in response 
to Israel's discharge uf its peace 
treaty commitments in the Sinai 
“ with complete honesty and 
honour '*. 

Israeli officials explained to¬ 
day that the acceleration would 
particularly affect the negotia¬ 
tion uf. trade, cultural and. 
scientific agreements between 
the two countries. The contro¬ 
versial exchange of ambassadors 
is still scheduled to go ahead as 
planned on February 28. 

President Sadat's intervention 
was particularly welcome to the 
Israeli Government because it 
appeared to reverse an Egyptian 
decision, announced less than 
two weeks ago. ro slow down 


the pace of normalization in 
economy and culture. 

It was cited by an Israeli 
Foreign Ministry ’ official as 
evidence that Egypt was not 
now intending to link normali¬ 
zation with progress towards 
agreement on Palestinian auto¬ 
nomy, the central issue on 
which there are still wide dif¬ 
ferences. 

. In Israeli political circle-;, 
there was speculation that Mr 
Sadat-may attempt to Jink the 
advance in normalization with 
growing pressure on Israel to 
hasten its withdrawal from the 
remaining one-third of Sinai. 
Under the Camp David agree¬ 
ments, this must be handed 
back to Egypt at the latest in 
1982. 

In a significant and closely 
related development. both' 


Egypt and Israel have decided 
to switch responsibility for 
normalization away from their 
foreign ministers and into the 
bands of their respective 
defence ministers. The coordi¬ 
nated move is expected to 
improve cooperation in sensi¬ 
tive areas. 

The disclosure about speed¬ 
ing up normal ties coincided 
with the formal beginning of 
normal relations between- Israel 
and Egypt. . - • . 

Because oF the coincidence 
of the Jewish sabbath, the 
opening of land barriers 
between Egypt and Israel was 
delayed 24 hour? until this 
morning. Throughout the day, 
the number of civilians who 
succeeded in making the cross¬ 
ing was kept to a minimum 
because of complex visa and 
other formalirirs. 


Sadat move : President Sadat is 
planning counteraction against 
Arab countries, led bv Saudi 
Arabia, which broke off diplo¬ 
matic relations with Cairo in 
protest against its peace treaty 
with Israel. According to Cairo 
press reports, the Egyptian 
move will be announced by Mr 
Sadat in his policy speech to 
Parliament tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people vent on strike 
and demonstrated in several 
Arab countries in piorest 
against . the IsraeJi-Egypiian 
normalization. 

In Damascus, an estimated 
500.000 people paraded through 
the streets, many of them shout¬ 
ing slogans against Mr SadaL 
In Baghdad, one million angry 
demnnsrrarors attended a pro¬ 
test rally .—UPI and Reuter.

Mr Irving said: “The 
Ministry of Defence must have 
gone totally barmy. This yacht 
was reequipped only about five 
years ago. I in no way blame 
ihe Royal Family, because they 
have nothing to do with it. 

“ But the ministry could 
hardly have found a worse way 
of projecting an image at a 
time when so many millions of 
people are suffering from high 
inflation and sterilized pen¬ 
sions.’* 

He said it would be far less 
expensive and provide far 
more prestige for Britain, if 
the Royal Family made more 
use of Concorde. 

The Ministry of Defence last 
night could not give the esti¬ 
mated cost of thp refit. A 
spokesman thought that there 
might have been some confu¬ 


sion with a parliamentary 
answer given on January. 19. 
which put the estimated cost 
of running the royal yacht at 
£2.15m a year. 

Mr Irving, and also Mr 
Robert Cryer, Labour MP for 
Keighley, are tabling Commons 
questions to Mr Francis Pym, .

Welsh unions all out 
today for steelmen

Cardiff . 

More than -200.000 trade 
unionists are expected to strike 
today in Wales in what is the 
largest protest against rite 
Government's economic policies 
since Mrs Margaret Thatcher 
took office. 

Welsh trade unionists will 
show solidarity with the steel¬ 
workers and miners, by staying 
away from work or by holding 
short protest meetings. 

Ac least 8.000 others will 
march through Cardiff ro a 
rally where they will be 
addressed by Mr William. Sirs. 
Mr Laureace Daley, general 
secretary of the mine workers* 
union, and Mr Michael Foot, 
MP for Ebbw Vale. 

Although rite strike has been 
called in support of the cam¬ 
paign against the British Sreel 
Corporation's policy of buying 
foreign coal many unionists 
consider it to be a wider pro¬ 
test against the Government's 
economic and industrial stra¬ 
tegy'. 

Faced with the possible loss 
of more than 20,000 jobs iu 
steel and coal as Port Talbot 
and Llamvern works are 
slimmed down. Wales TUC offi¬ 
cials fear that the so-called 
ripple effect of the decline io 


these primary industries could 
double rhe jobless totaL 

Today's action is a com¬ 
promise by the Welsh trade 
union leaders wbo wanted to 
launch an all-out indefinite 
strike. They have given the 
British TUC until March 10 to 
take firm action or they say 
they will proceed with* a pro¬ 
longed strike led by the South 
.Wales miners. 

Last night Mr George Wright,

Crucial talks today in 
effort to avert 
national water strike

. Crucial talks are.,to be held 
an London this morning to try 
to avert the threatened national 
w-ater strike. Ir will be the first 
time the foiir.'i^iions have met 
the employers, since negotia¬ 
tions broke dowfl-before Christ¬ 
mas, when the'unions rejected 
a 13 per cent pay offer.

Trust may 
rescue 
arts centre

The threatened closure of the 
Battersea Arts Centre, in south 
London, which could be one of 
the worst casualties of the local 
government arts cuts, may be 
averted by a proposal that an 
independent trust should run 
the building. 

When Wandsworth Borough 
Council announced it was plan¬ 
ning tn save as much as £l50,000 
by withdrawing funds for the 
centre's activities, there was 
vigorous protest. The Friends of 
Battersea Arts Centre are hold¬ 
ing a benefit gala at the enwn 
hall on Wednesday as part of 
the campaign. 

It now appears possible that 
funds raised by the gala will . 
not be used for the campaign 
against the cuts, but instead will 
help to support a new’ public 
trust which would assume 
responsibility for the centre 
later this year. 

Council leaders have agreed 
to meet representatives of the 
supporters, and a report from 
the meeting will be discussed by 
the council's recreation com¬ 
mittee on March 4. 

Although no derision has been 
made, it appears that the coun¬ 
cil might be willing to let the 
building to . the trust at a 
peppercorn rent, and might 
also be prepared to make a 
grant towards the running cost 
of the centre.

The Social Democratic 
minority Government in Den¬ 
mark has postponed indefinitely 
a decision on introducing 
nuclear power stations. 

The postponement, an¬ 
nounced yesterday by Mr PouJ 
Nielson, the Energy Minister, 
and Mr Jvar Noergaard, 
Minister for the Economy and 
the Environment, effectively 
means that Denmark will not 
now be in a position to adopt 
nuclear power in this century. 

Previous Government policy 
had aimed at reaching a deci¬ 
sion on the* issue of nuclear 
power this year, and putting the 
matter to the nation in a 
referendum next year, as 
Sweden is to do in March. 

Nuclear power has figured in 
Danish energy'. plans since 
1976. with 1991 the earliest 
feasible date for a power 
station to- go into action, but 
doubts as to its use on environ¬ 
mental, safety and economic 

S ounds, have been exacer- 
ted by the Harrisburg in¬ 
cident m the United States. 

Moreover, public opinion is . 
split od the issue, and there is 
a strong anti-nuclear lobby 
both inside and outside the 
Folkering fParliament), where 
there no longer exists a 
majority for it. 

The Government says it has 
failed to find a satisfactory 
solution to the thorny problem 
of disposal of reactor waste. 

Selection of a suitable loca¬ 
tion for a nuclear power 
station has also posed an in¬ 
tractable problem. In a small, 
highly populated country such 
as Denmark there are simply 
no large waste areas sufficiently 
far away from large population 
centres in which to site an 
atomic power station. 


Nonetheless, the right-wing 
parties in Parliament are dis- 
. mayed at the Government 
decision. which to many 
observers seems tantamount to 
-a final rejection of nuclear 
power. With no natural re¬ 
sources of its own, Denmark 
relies on oil for almost 80 per 
cent of its energy. 

Its balance of payments diffi¬ 
culties have been accentuated by 
vasr oil imports from the Middle 
East. 

There are, however, a few 
bright spots on the horizon. 
Denmark expects that more 
than one-third of its energy 
needs will be covered from its 
North Sea oil and gas fields by 
the mid-1980s. In addition, elec¬ 
tric power stations .are being 
converted rapidly to coal, im- 

f orted chiefly from Poland, 
outh Africa and Australia, thus 
reducing Denmark's dependence 
on oil. 

Gas links plan : The.Norwegian 
and Danish Prime Ministers 
and energy ministers will meet 
next week to discuss an im¬ 
portant step forward in distri¬ 
bution of Scandinavian natural 
gas from North Sea wells, the 
Sunday edition of the Danish 
newspaper Aktuclt reported 
today. 

Norway was understood to be 
ready to link its gas lines with 
Denmark’s, piping the fuel to 
the Danish provinces a^d to 
Sweden. The plan could also 
connect the Scandinavian net¬ 
work to the West German 
natural gas system.

Private sector steel strike ‘would have disastrous effect throughout British industries 9

strike which bas the object of 
coercing rhe government is not a 
strike “ in contemplation or fur¬ 
therance of a trade . dispute.'* 
within the meaning of section 
13(1) of the Trade Union and 
Labour Relations .Act. 1974, as 
amended ; and where such a pro¬ 
posed strike would have disastrous 
economic consequences for the 
country, tiie court in its discretion 
has jurisdiction to grant an 
injunction to restrain it.

Bramley arid Mr E. Make piece,

1974. as amended by section 3(2) 
of the Trade Union and Labour 
Relations (Amendment) Act, 1976, 
provides: “ An act done by a 
person in contemplation or further¬ 
ance of a trade dispute shall not 
be actionable in torron the.ground 
only—ia)~that it induces another 
person to break a contract or in¬ 
terferes or induces any other per¬ 
son to interfere with is perform¬ 
ance- ...” 


Section 17(2) of the 1974 Act, 
as amended by the Employment 
. Protection Act, 1975, section 125 
ii). Schedule 16, Part Ill para¬ 
graph 6, and the Trade Union and 
Labour Relations (Amendment) 
Act. 1976, section 3(2) provides: 
“ (2) It is hereby declared for 
the avoidance of doubt that where 
an application Is made to a court, 
pending the trial of an action, for 
an Interlocutory injunction and the 
party against whom the injunction 
is sought claims that he acted in 
contemplation or furtherance of a 
trade dispute, the court shall, in 
exercising Its discretion whether or 
not to grant the Injunction, have 
regard to che likehhood of that 
party’s succeeding at the trial of 
the action in establishing the 
matter or matters which would, 
under any provision of section 13, 


14(21 or 15 above, afford a defence 
to the action." 


Section 29 provides: “(1) la 
this Act ‘ trade dispate ’ means a 
dispute between employers and 
workers, or between workers and 
workers, which is connected with 
one or more nf tbe following, that 
Is to say— (a) terms arid conditions 
of employment, or the physical 
conditions In which any' workers 
are required to work ;. . . ”

At the beginning of this year a 
dispute arose between the British 


Steel Corporation and tbe workers, 
who through their union demanded 
higher wages. As they could not 
get what they wanted, the union 
oecided to call a strike. On Jamia:y 
16 the union took the important 
decision to cal) out the workers in 
the private sector. The union bad 
no dispute with the private em- 

E ioyers : all was peaceful. Ballou 
ad shown that the majority of the 
men wanted to carry on working. 
Nevertheless they were ordered to 
strike ; and if there was no court 
order the; would have to strike 
or lose tbeir union cards and 
perhaps their employment. 

January 27 at 6 am, was fixed 
by the union executive on January 
16 for tbe beginning of tbe strike 
in the private sector; and all steel 
movements in and out of tbe 
United Kingdom wore also to 
cease at that time. 

Why did the trade union decide 
to extend the strike to the private 
sector? It was amply shown that, 
by letters written . by Mr Sirs 
and instructions given to union 
branches that the union had de¬ 
cided that one way .of achieving 
their ends was to bring pressure 
to bear on the government. By 
That time The union knew that 
BSC had no money, and that tbe 
government had declined to give 
any more money—or to print 
more—to increase tbe wages of the 
workers. Section 4 of the Iron and 
Steel Act, 1975, deair with the 
general powers of the Secretary of 
State In relation to the British 
Steel Corporation. 

On January 17 Mr Sirs wrote to 
the Independent Steel Employers 
Association saying: . *' Whilst 
agreeing that there is no dispute 
irftb any Independent steel em¬ 
ployer [my executive council 1 
were firmly of the opinion that 
this dispute is becoming politically 
-stage-managed by tbe Conserva¬ 
tive government. "We feel that 
with not being-made an offer nf 
any new money, that we are 


being singled our for a direct 
government and British Steel Cor¬ 
poration attack. It is because of 
the political intervention that my 
executive council feel that we 
sbould now take the action of In¬ 
volving the private sector in the 
public battle against tbe govern¬ 
ment attitude.” 

His Lordship said that the union 
knew that they were going against 
all the Industrial agreements tliat 
they had made because Mr Sirs 
continued: I recognize the fact 

that our procedure agreements 
do exist and we do not have a 
dispute with you, nevertheless 
these points have bees made to 
our executive who have ultimately 
taken this decision.” 

On January 21 Mr Sirs stated 
In a letter to branch secretaries 
that after the executive had con¬ 
sidered a progress report: ** It 
was apparent that tbe strike was 
developing into 8 confrontation 
between the government and the 
trade unions-” 

It was clear that the union's 
atm was to force government in¬ 
tervention In order to bring pres¬ 
sure on the government to in¬ 
crease payments to BSC. 

There was evidence that a strike 
In the private steel sector would 
have a disastrous effect nix only 
on all tiie private companies but 
throughout British industries. Our 
competitors abroad would dap 
their hands. 

It was not surprising that 16 
companies had brought the 
present action for an injunction 
to srop such a disastrous strike. 
The judge felt that he must refuse 
It because of the recent decision 
of the House of Lords in Express 
Newspapers Ltd v McShme (The 
Times, December 14; [1SS0J 
2 WLR ,S9i from winch it was to 
be inferred that tiie view of the 
majority was that the test for an 
act being ” in . . . furtherance of 
a trade dispute ” was purely sub¬ 


jective and that if the trade 
union leaders honestly believed 
that they were acting in further¬ 
ance of a trade dispute they would 
have complete immunity from 
legal action and the courts could 
do nothing. Tbeir Lordships had 
gone through the judgments in 
thai case and they were not nearly 
so clear as some would believe. 

By section 29 of the 1974 Act a 
“ trade dispute ” meant Inter alia 
" a dispute between employers 
and workers There was cer¬ 
tainly a ” trade dispute ” between 
BSC and -its workers. 

Was that tbe only dispute ? On 
the evidence there was arguable 
ground for tWoking that there was 
a second dispute, not between 
workers and employers in the 
private sector, but between the 
union and the government in 
which the union was putting pres¬ 
sure on the government—to bring 
them to heel'—so that they would 
provide more money—taxpayers’ 
money—for the industry. There 
was no immunity in respect of it. 

The second dispute could not be 
regarded as a trade dispute. It was 
said that It was connected with 
the Erst dispute because it con¬ 
cerned ** terras and conditions of 
employment But it was arguable 
thar those further acts were done 
to bring pressure on the govern¬ 
ment and not in furtherance of a 
trade dispute. 

In McShane there was only one 
member of the House of Lords. 
Lord Wllberforce. win? dealt with 
the question of remoteness and he 
expressed the law as his Lordship 
had always understood it to be. 
He said (at page 94); “ It is always 
open to the courts—indeed their 
duty—with open-ended expressions 
such as those involving cause, or 
effect, or remoteness, or in the 
context of this very Act, connexion 
with . . . tt> draw a line beyond 
which- the expression ceases to 
operate. This is simply che com¬ 
mon law in action. It doe3 not 


involve the Judges in cutting down 
what Parliament has given. ...” 

Ln Assnciiaed Newspapers Croup 
v Wade ([1979) 1 WLR 697) the 
Court of Appeal granted an injunc¬ 
tion because tbe acts relied upon 
were too remote from tbe trade 
dispute. His Lordship said (at 
page 713): “ Some acts arc so 
remote from the trade dispute that 
they cannot properly be said to be 
1 in furtherance 1 of it. When con¬ 
duct causes direct loss or damage 
to the employer himself us by 
withdrawing labour or stopping 
bis supplies it- is plainly 1 in 
furtherance ’ of it. But when trade 
umons choose not to cause damage 
or loss to tiie employer himself, 
but only to Innocent third parties 
—who are not parties to the dis¬ 
pute—■ ■ ■ the act done may then 
be so remote from the dispute 
Itself that it caooot be reasonably 
be regarded as being done ■ In 
furtherance ’ of it.”

There -was a residual discretion 
in the court ro gram an Injunc¬ 
tion to prevent action, as here, 
which could cause grave damage 
to the economy and the life of 
.tiie country, and put the whole 
nation and its welfare at risk, 
unless it was clear or In the 
highest degree likely that there 
was a defence that was likely to 
succeed at the trial. The calling 
out of the private steel workers 
would have such a disastrous 
effect that an injunction should 
be granted, and tiie appeal should 
be allowed. 


It was arguable in the present 
case that there was no i mmuni ty 
for calling out the men In the 
private sector because It was a 
dispute with the government, with 
no Immunity. 

As to section 17(2) o[ the 1974 
Act (concerning the granting of 
interlocutory injunctions) which 
was considered by the House of 
Lords both In N\VL Ltd v Woods 
{[1979] ICR 867) and McShane 
their Lordshps had pointed oht 
(hat there were other matters to 
he considered in addition to tbe 
likelihood of success at che trial 
(see Lord Diplock. page 881). Lord 
Scar-man (page 890) said: “I do 
not rule out the possibility that 
the consequences to the plaintiff 
(or others) may be so serious, that 
the court fads it necessary to 
grant the injunction : for the sub¬ 
section does leave a residual dis¬ 
cretion with tbe conn.-” 

Again in McShane (page 105) 
Lord Scarman said: “ In a case 
where action alleged to be in 


LORD JUSTICE LAWTON, 
agreeing, said that no doubt the 
union had hoped for victory after 
a short, sharp strike. The history 
of the past two decades tended to 
show that whenever there had 
been a dispute between unions 
and nationalized industry there was 
a tendency for government inter¬ 
vention, followed fairly quickly 
by a settlement to tbe advantage 
of the strikers.

Prima facie it looked as If the 
decision to involve the private 
sector was for the purpose bf 
coercing the government.

LORD JUSTICE ACKNER. also, 
agreeing, said that the court was 
not deciding the action. The ques¬ 
tion was whether ln the court’s - 
discretion the pre-trial relief of - 
injunction should be granted. His - 
Lordship agreed that there was a 
seriously arguable question 
whether there were two disputes. 
If there was a second dispute

As President Tito continues 

to make spectacular recovery— 
aiready- seeing his aides and 
attending to business from his 
hospital ward-last week’s 
anxiety gave way to relief 
Yugoslavia gained confidence 
in safeguarding itself by 
demonstrating political unity 
and military preparedness. 

Today President Tito saw 
General Nikola Ljbicic, the 
Minister of Defence. A brief 
communique said he was in¬ 
formed of the measures the 
Yugoslav armed forces had 
taken to test their readiness in 
the face of world tension, and 
in particular the Soviet invasion 
of Arghajiistan. 

A combined military exercise 
v/as carried out river the week¬ 
end bv the Belgrade garrison. 
The chief of staff of ine Yugo¬ 
slav armed forces disclosed 
that fairly large foreign 
military exercises “ close -to 
Yugoslav borders ** had aroused 
Yugoslav suspicions, prompting 
demonstrations that Yugoslavia 
would not be caught un¬ 
prepared. 

He did not specify the 
country or countries concerned, 
but recently there were reports 
of exercises in Hungary' ami m 
Bulgaria. He said that whereas 
tie Yugoslavs always made a 
point of informing their neigh¬ 
bours of their own exercises 
thi« was not done by their 
neighbours in this particular 
C3«e. 

Yucotlavians are, however, 
st pains to emphasize that the 


military measures are normal, 
routine reaction to the general 
world tension. But they 
obviously had a special mean¬ 
ing, particularly as some 
sources claim that the measures 
had been deliberately delayed 
in the expectation of some 
clarification by countries con¬ 
cerned. 

The invasion of Afghanistan 
has already provoked tinn 
Yugoslav reactions. A senior 
official said that the Soviet 
Union’s credibility was ser¬ 
iously damaged. It has con¬ 
firmed the Yugoslavs m the 
belief that Russia has never 
really given up hope of tying 
Yugoslavia to its block. This 
has been proved in the past 
and the message has been 
driven home that this is still 
the case. 

The anniversary of the death 
of Mr Edvard Kardeli. architect 
of the Yugoslav political sys¬ 
tem, who died last year and 
whose memoirs were published 
yesterday, provided the oppor¬ 
tunity for emphasizing this 
awareness. 

A senior Yugoslav official 
speaking at the ceremony, con¬ 
demned the continuing practice 
of “ forcing socialism upon 
other peoples ” through 
"fraternal aid” or by military 
intervention such as “we are 
now witnessing in Afghani¬ 
stan 

In his memoirs Mr Kardelj, 
whom the Russians never 
trusted, recalled that in spite 
of formal agreements and the 
Russians’ pledges to respect 


Yugoslavia’s independence, he 
was convinced that they never 
gave up hope of drawing the 
country into the Soviet block. 
He described the pressure to 
-which the Russians had sub¬ 
mitted him on several occasions 
from 1948 onwards under 
Stalin, and then under Khrush¬ 
chev. 

Another senior Yugoslav 
official, Dr Vladimir Balearic, 
recalling a visit to Moscow in 
1948, on the eve of tire break 
In relations between the two 
countries, quoted Marshal Tito 
as saying: "The Russians wiH 
bully you if you let them.” 

Yugoslavia is facing a grave 
economic situation as a result 
of the overheated economy and 
the world energy crisis. Infla¬ 
tion is up to 30 per cent, unem¬ 
ployment to IS per cent of the 
total labour force, the balance 
of payments deficit has risen 
to close on $6.5m (about £3m) 
and the country's debts with 
foreign banks total $13m. 

The Yugoslavs assert that the 
EEC’s failure to give better 
opportunities to Yugoslav ex¬ 
ports has inflicted serious 
damage on the country. As a 
result over 50 per cent of Yugo¬ 
slav trade is -now with the 

Comecon (eastern block ) coun¬ 
tries. 

This is something the Yugo¬ 
slavians have for years been 
anxious to avoid but they say 
they had no choice because the 
EEC negotiations kept dragging 
on. The Russians could use

The bodies of the three ter¬ 
rorists shot by police after they 
had held 25 hostages-for six 
hours in a Pretoria bank have 
been identified, but police re¬ 
fuse to name ttiem except to 
say that two were from the 
Pretoria district and one from 
Soweto, the . Johannesburg 
black township. They had all 
been on the police wanted list 
for some'time. . 

The Government has also de¬ 
cided to withhold details of the 
political demands made by the 
gang, apparently to deny pub¬ 
licity to the banned African 
National Congress (ANC), to 
which the raiders'said they be¬ 
longed. 

Senior police officers who. 
talked ro the terrorists have de¬ 
nied that the men asked them 
for the release of Mr Nelson 
Mandela, the ANC leader who 
is in jail on Robben Island 
near Cape Town. 

Some of the hostages had 
said this demand was made 
to them, and that the gang also 
wanted an aircraft to fly them 
to Maputo. 

Brigadier Johan Cpetzee, chief 
of the police security branch, 
who went into the bank to talk 
to the gang, left there a tiny 
transmitter which enabled police 
to monitor conversations be¬ 
tween the three men later. This' 
and another device dropped 
down an air shaft alerted the 
police to the gang's decision to 
start shooting the hostages,. 
police said. A special unit then 
stormed the bank.

After an unjust and unfair procedure ou 
the part of the highest ecclesiastical 
authorities, I was deprived by decree of 
the title of “Catholic theologian”: an 
attempt was made to drive me out of my 
facuky of Catholic theology after 20 years 
of teaching there and to thrust me—with¬ 
out being over-scrupulous about methods 
—to the margin of mv Carbolic Church 
very shortly after I had completed 25 
years as a priest and celebrated my 
jubilee. In face of harassment and threats, 
is it possible to offer declarations of 
loyalty or to make professions of faith ? 

Under these circumstances, why do I 
remain a Catholic ? This is certainly not 
merely a personal question for myself. 
Innumerable Catholics in the whole world 
must be wondering if the wheel of 
history is to be turned back in our 
Catholic Church to rhe time before Pope 
John and the council. 

Are the new open-mindedness, readi¬ 
ness for. dialogue, humaneness and 
•Christian ’ spirit again to. yield, to the 
triunAtialism disavowed by the council ? 
Are Roman authorities again to abolish 
the freedom of theology, to intimidate 
critical theologians and to be allowed to 
discipline them by the use of spiritual 
power? Are bishops to be merely reci¬ 
pients of orders and to be obliged to 
carry out the Roman policy ? And, despite 
fine ecumenical words and gestures, is 
the ecclesiastical institution with its 
.un ecumenical attitudes and deeds to 
become once more an unfriendly, inhospi¬ 


table, unfruitful “fortress” (Cardinal 
Ottaviani's term) in this modern society 
of ours ? 

One thing must be made clear from the 
beginning. It is not any liking for theore¬ 
tical problems which makes me raise this 
question, but the necessity of defence. 
For tbe doubts about my catholicity are 
not mine, they, are raised by certain 
authorities and hierachs- 

I bare continually spoken out for a 
genuine pastoral primacy in the sense 
of spiritual responsibility, internal leader¬ 
ship and active concern for the welfare 
of the Church as a whole. It would of 
course be a primacy, not of dominion, but 
of unselfish service, exercised in responsi¬ 
bility before the Lord of the Church and 
lived in unpretentious brotherliness. 

It would be a primacy, not in the spirit 
of a Roman imperialism with religious 
trimmings, such as I came to know quite 
closely under Pius XII during my seven 
years of study in Rome ; hut a primacy in 
the spirit of Jesus Christ, as it was 
illustrated for me in the figures of 
Gregory the Great and Pope John. 

These were popes who expected, not 
servile submissiveness, uncritical devotion, 
sentimental idolization but loyal collabora¬ 
tion, constructive criticism and constant 
prayer on their behalf: collaborators oE 
our joy, not masters of our faith, to adopt 
a saying of the apostle. 

But above all there was Tubingen: 
Protestant Tubingen with its Catholic 
faculty. Here as professor I have increas¬ 


ingly become a part of this faculty, which 
from its foundation has .had a great 
history, not only of. success, but also of 
conflict. How many Catholic theologians 
in Tubingen, including some who are still 
alive and teaching, have been admonished, 
put on the . Index, harassed and. disci¬ 
plined ? There is nothing new under -the 
Tubingen sun. 

It was from this Catholic faculty of 
Tiibingen, in. *he free air of-Tiibingen,; 
that both hiy'- books and- those of 1 
my colleagues emerged and without 
which they would scarcely have been pos¬ 
sible or at any me only fit another form. 
It was possible for a Catholic theology to 
emerge here, which—unlike the former 
controversial theology—has a truly ecume¬ 
nical character and seeks to combine two 
things :' loyalty to the Catholic heritage 
and openness to Christendom. 

Discussion, particularly with Protestant 
colleagues, was of decisive importance, not 
in order to disparage the Catholic reality, 
still less to squander it, but in an ecumeni¬ 
cal spirit to* throw new light on it from 
the gospel and to gain a deeper under-' 
standing t»£ itr • -

Who is s Catholic theologian ? 

In accordance with the original meaning 
of the word and with ancient tradition, any¬ 
one can describe himself as .a Catholic 
theologian if he is aware of being obliged 
in his theology to tbe “ Catholic”—that is, 
to the ** whole ”, the “ universal, compre¬ 
hensive, total”—Church. This has two 
dimensions : temporal and spatial. 

■ Catholicity in time: A theologian is 
Catholic if he is aware of being united with 
the whole Church, that is, with the Church 
of all times. He will therefore not describe 
from the outset certain centuries as “ un¬ 
christian ” or ** unevangelical ”, He is sure 
that in all tiie centuries there was a com¬ 
munity of believers 'who listened to the 
gospel'of Jesus Christ and tried, so far as 
it is possible far human beings in their 
fragility and fallibility, to Jive according 
to his example. Protestant radicalism o(l 
the other hand (not to be confused with 
evangelical radicality) is always in danger 
of wanting un historically to begin at zero 
and so to pass from Jesus to Paul, from 
Paid to Augustine, and then in a great 
leap to pass over the middle ages to Luther 
and Calvin and from that point to leap 
across one’s own “orthodox ” tradition to 
the. more recent Church (Fathers or— 
better—heads of schools. 

The Catholic theologian, in contrast, will 
always start out from the fact that there • 
was never a time when, the gospel was 
left without witness and he will try to 
learn from rhe Church of die past. 'While 
insisting on the necessity of critical scru¬ 
tiny. he will never overlook the boundary 
posts and danger signals which the 
Church in former times, in its concern 
and struggle for the one true faith, often 
at times oF great distress and danger, set 
up in the form o\ creeds and definitions 
to distinguish between good and bad inter¬ 
pretation of tbe message. 

He will never neglect the positive and 
negative experiences of hra fathers and 
brothers in theology. Ir is precisely in his 
critical scrutiny that the Catholic - theo¬ 
logian is interested in the continuity which 
is preserved through all disruptions. 

■ Catholicity in space: A theologian is 
Catholic if he is aware of being united 
with the Church of all nations and conti¬ 
nents. He will therefore not orient him¬ 
self only to the Church of his country or 
to a national Church and will not isolate 
himself from the Church as a whole. 

Protestant particularism, on tbe other 
hand (not to oe confused with evangelical 
congregational attachment) will always be 
inclined to' orient itself to the locally 
restricted Church, its faith and its liEe. 
and to be.content with a theological (occa¬ 
sionally intellectually highly cultivated) 
provincialism. 

St is in tins twofold sense then that I 
want to be and remain a Catholic theo¬ 
logian . and to defend tbe truth of the 
: Catholic faith in Catholic depth and 
breadth. And there is no doubt that a 
number of -those -who describe themselves 
as Protestant or Evangelical can be and- 
.are in feet Catholic in tin’s sense—particu¬ 
larly rfn Tubingen. There ought to be joy 
at this even on the part of the institutional 
•Church. . 

The criterion of wfaat is Catholic . 

. Does this a ffi r ma tion of what is Catho¬ 
lic' in time and space, depth and breadth, 
mean that Iwe. hove to accept '-more or less 


everything that has been officially taught, 
ordered and observed in the course of 
twenty centuries ? 

Surely what is meant cannot be such a 
totalitarian conception of truth. For, even 
on the part of the institutional Church, it 
is now scarcely disputed that momentous 
and even theologically “justified” errors 
have occurred m the history of Catholic 
teaching and practice aad have been cor¬ 
rected (mostly tacitlyJ up to a point even 
by the popes. 

This Kst is immense and includes the 
excommunication of the Ecumenical 
Patriarch of Constantinople and of the 
Greek Church, prohibition of a vernacular 
liturgy, condemnation of Galileo and the 
modern scientific worid-picture, condem¬ 
nation of Chinese and Indian forms of 
divine worship and names of God, the 
maintenance of the medieval secular power 
of the Pope up to the First Vatican Coun¬ 
cil, condemnation of human rights and 
particularly freedom of conscience and 
religion. 

Finally in the 20th century the numer¬ 
ous condemnations of modern historical- 
critical exegesis (with reference to the 
authenticity of tbe books of the Bible, 
source criticism, historicity and literary 
genres) and condemnations in the dogmatic 
field, especially in connection with “mod¬ 
ernism” (theory of evolution, understand¬ 
ing of development of dogma) and in very 
recent times Pius Nil's cleaning up 
measures (likewise dogmatically justified) 
leading to the dismissal of the most out¬ 
standing theologians of the preconciliar 
period, such as Chenu, Con gar, de Lubac, 
Tevlhard de Chardin, who almost all 
became council tbeologicans under Pope 
John. 

Not everything that has been officially 
taught and practised in the Catholic 
Churoh is truly CathoKc. Is it not true 
that Catholicity would harden into 
• “ Catholicism ” iE that which has “ become 
the Catholic reality ” (the words are those’ 
of Joseph Ratzinger) is simply accepted 
instead of being submitted to a criterion? 

All this means that to be “Catholic” 
does not imply—for the sake of a sup¬ 
posed “fullness”, “integrity”, “com¬ 
pleteness ”, “ un curtailedness a false 

humility obediently accepting everything, . 
puting up with everything. That would be 
a bad complexio oppositontm, a fatal 
pooling of contradictions, a confusion of 
true and false. 

Certainly, Protestantism has often been 
reproached for accepting too little, for 
making a one-sided selection from the 
whole. But on die other hand it is ofren 
impossible to avoid reproaching 
Catholicism for accepting too nrudh. 
Which is worse : a sin by defect or a sin by 
excess ? 

In any case then Catholicity must be 
critically understood : critically, according 
to the gospel. Reforms—in- practice and 
teaching—must remain possible. For the 
theologian this means nothing other than 
the fact that the Catholic theologian in 
the genuine sense must be. evangelically 
oriented and conversely that the 
evangelical theologian in the genuine sense 
must he oriented in a Catholic way. 

Admittedly, this makes the theological 
demarcations objectively and conceptually 
more complicated than they might seem 
to be' in the light of official doctrinal 
documents which are often terribly simple 


and display .little Catholic depth -and 
breadth. Why then do I remain a Catholic ? 
Precisely because as such I can assert an 
“evangelical Catholicity” concentrated 
and organized in the light of the gospel. 
Being Catholic, tben, means being ecumeni¬ 
cal in the fullest sense. 

But what of che.Rom an factor ? “ Roman 
Catholic” is a. late and misleading 
neologism. Once again, I have nothing 
against Rome., I mean that, precisely 
because I want to-be a Catholic theologian, 

I cannot tie my Catholic faith and Catholic 
theology simply to the ingrown Roman 
absolutist claims from the middle ages and-- 
later times. • ... 

I have always acknowledged . and' 
defended a pastoral primacy of the-Bishops', 
of Rome linked to'Peter and-, the great " 
Roman tradition as an element in Catholic ' 
tradition that is supported by the gospeL- 

But Roman^ legalism, centralism and... 
triumphalism In leaching,- "morality -and 
Church discipline, dominant especially 
from the 11th century onwards but pre¬ 
pared long ;before then, are supported 
neither by the; ancient Catholic tradition, 
nor—still less—by- the gospel itselfthey 
were also disavowfed by the Second Vatican 
Council. . . 

On, the contrary, these things were’ 
mainly responsible for the schism.with 
the East and with the Reformation- 
Churches. 

Are there some of our cardinals arid- 
bishops who do hot wane to -see that in 
individual points ’ of theory and practice 
their thinking is more Roman than 
Catholic ? Perhaps my Protestant col¬ 
league, Walrher von Lowenich, - an : 
authority on both Luther,, and modem 
Catholicism, has rightly seen this in thV" 
infallibility debate', when he writes : “The 
esesntial question in the Kung case i* not 
appropriately stated as ‘Is Kung still a 
Catholic ? * It should be ‘ Will . 
Catholicism struggle out of its dogmatic 
construction into genuine Catholicity ? ’ “ 

Catholicity then is gift and task, in die a- * 
tive and imperative, origin and furure. It 
is within this tension that I want to con¬ 
tinue the pursuit of theology and as de¬ 
cisively as hitherto to make the message 
of Jesus Christ intelligible to people of 
.the presept time,, while being-ready-to 
learn and -to be corrected whenever it is 
a question of discussion between equal 
partners in a fraternal spirit. 

I must insist; against all the -repeated 
assertions to the contrary by the German 
bishops, that I have never refused such a 
discussion even in regard to the Roman . 
authorities and .that I have frequently had 
this kind of discussion both with repre¬ 
sentatives of the German Bishops’ Con¬ 
ference and with the local bishop. But,' 
.“? e sa ? ie of protecting human and 
Christian rights aad for the sake of the 
freedom of theological science, I have had 
to resist throughout all the years an inter- 
roganon of the Inquisithn according all. . 
rights to itself and practically none to- the 
accused person. That muchT owe to those 
also who have suffered—and. as it seems,- 
will suffer in the future. Catholic Church, 
res ! Roman Inquisition, No !

Arnoux’s smile grows 
broader after 
first grand prix win

Rene Arncmx. the diminutive 
French driver who seems to carry 
a broad smile permanently on his 
face, was grinning from car to 
ear yesterday evening, haring won 
his first grand prix at the wheel 
of the turbocharged Renault RE2Q. 
He completed the 198-mile Brazil¬ 
ian Grand Prix 21 seconds ahead 
of the Essex Lotus 79B of Elio 
de .Angelis, having spent much of 
the race guarding the tail of his 
team leader, Jean-Pierre Jahoullle, 
whow: car succumbed after leading 
for most of the first 25 laps of 
this 40-lap race. 

Third place, three-quarters of a 
minute behind de Angelis, went to 
Alan Jones, who retains his lead 
in the world championship, and 
whose Williams finished ahead of 
Did/er PJronPs Ligicr (after a 
magnificent fichtback From a pit 
stnp), .Alain Frost’s McLaren and 
Riccardo Parrese’s Arrows. The 
oniy other finishers were Marc 
Surer (ATS), Kcke Rosberg 
(Skol) and Ricardo Zunino (Brab¬ 
ham) after an exhausting race in 
hot and humid conditions on argu¬ 
ably the most tiring track in the 
grand prix calendar. 

Apart From one lap. when 
Gilles Yiilenouvo nosed his 
Ferrari into first place, a Renault 
was out in front all the way. sug¬ 
gesting that their disappointing 
showing in Argentina was tem¬ 
porary setback. 

Although Jabouilie's Renault 
and Pironi's Ligicr had been 
ahead of him on the staggered 
24-car starting grid, Villeneuve 
quickly put his Ferrari at the 
head of the field during the first 
of the 40 laps of the gruelling 
4.96-mile lnterlagos circuit. 

However, the Ferrari lead was 
to be shortlived. Jabouillc was 
hack in front on the second lap, 
and Pironi followed him through 
into second place as the Ferrari 
hegan to slip down the leader 
board. Vilieneuve’s trouble was 
unsuitable tyres, and before the 
race had reached quarter-distance 
he and Scheckter had stopped at 
their pit for a replacement set of 
wheels. 

Pironi. meanwhile, had lost his 
<econd place when he. too. had 
had to make a quick pit stop for 
a tyre change, allowing Laffitc to 
lead the pursuit of JabouBle, with 
Amoux now backing up the 
leader from third place in the 
second Renault. 

Reutemann’s run of misfortune 
continued, and for the second 
time this year he was an early 
retirement, this time with trans¬ 
mission trouble on lap two; 
Andretti was another early caller 
with his Lotus. His team partner, 
de Angelis was going well and 
had moved up into fourth place 
ahead of Jones’s Argentine Grand 
Prix-winnlflR Williams. Piquet 


went into sixth place with his 
Brabham when the Ferrans were 
delayed at the pits. 

But Piquet, too, was soon at his 
pit after blowing his left rear tyre. 

Shortly after resuming, Scheck 
ter abandoned his Ferrari at the 
trackslde, then Laffite spun off on 
lap 13 and Regazzoni finally aban¬ 
doned his Ensign after three pit 
stops. 

Jabouille and Amour were 
separated by less than 2.3sec after 
15 laps, but bv half-distance a full 
lOsec separated the two Renaults, 
while Pironi, the next to call at 
his pit. was beginning a magnifi¬ 
cent fightback into contention with 
the surviving Ligier. 

At this point de Angelis was 
continuing to lead the chase of the 
two turbocharged cars, with Jones 
running a strong fourth, folio wed 
by Patrese (Arrows). Prost (Me 
Larenj. then Pironi, who had 
repassed Mass i Arrows) and 
Rosberg (Skol). 

By lap 23 Pironi had passed 
Prost and was challenging Patrese 
strongly, and two laps later, hav¬ 
ing finally won the battle, he 
found himself elevated from sixth 
to fourth as a crestfallen Jabouille 
brought his leading Renault slowly 
into the pits with a broken turbo¬ 
charger and climbed our. 

But Arnoux’s car was still 
healthy and by lap 30 he held a 
comfortable cushion of 16sec over 
de Angelis's Lotus, with Jones, 
Pironi, Patrese, Prost, Mass and 
Rosberg next in line and Zunino 
bringing up the rear in his 
Brabham. 

While Prost mounted a late 
challenge on Patrese, to move his 
McLaren up into fifth place. 
Arnoux continued to extend his 
lead as the race ran its distance 
and emerged a convincing winner. 

On a more depressing note, the 
Shadow team have come away 
from the two South American 
grands prix with the unenviable 
record of having failed to qualify 
cither of their cars for either of 
the races.

He beat John Sadri, 7—6, 
4 —6- 6—1, G—3, in three hours 
and six minutes and, after a 52- 
mlnute break, partnered Peter 

Fleming In a 6—7, 7—6, 7—6 win 
over Wotjek Fibak and Heinz 
Gunthardt in two hours and 
37 minutes. Long pauses are 
built into the modern rules and 
players like McEnroe introduce a 
Few of their own by arguing. But 
a total of five hours and 43 

rtunutes on active service was 

nevertheless a formidable burden. 

Connors was on court for only 
an hour and 27 minutes in beating 
Gene Mayer, 6—4, 6—0. 6— 2. 
This match had an unpleasant 
epilogue. For more than a fort¬ 
night Connors has been worried, 
inhibited, and in some pain 
because of a groin ailment. Mayer 
accused him nf exploiting the 

affliction. •* Other people plav 
down their injuries. Jimmy plays 
them up and uses them to the full 
extent. Ho won 6—2, 6—2 against 
Ramirez and then Fibak. I wish 
my groin hurt like that ail the 
time. Jimmy doesn’t want to lose 
to McEnroe and if he does, he’s 
got an excuse. He’s taken off the 
pressure—given himself an out.’* 
Connors took ail this calmly. “ I 
don’t need excuses. I just go out 
and try to play. If he felt that way, 
he should have beaten me.” 

Connors was less lively than 
usual, dashing about only when 
the point was important. He con- 
centrated on making every shot 
count. His entire game was care¬ 
fully, smoothly aggressive and 
everything worked well. Mayer 
had nothing to hurt him with and 
was kept under too much pressure 
ro have the space or the dme for 
tactical finesse. Maver hits two- 
handed an both flanks and the 
depth and pace of Connors's 
drives often exposed the deficien¬ 
cies of Mayer's reach. 

Sadri carried his taHv of accs 
for the week to 74. But against 
McEnroe he also served 11 double¬ 
faults. It was always clear that 
McEnroe was the more versatile 
and that Sadri would be in trouble 
if and when his service faltered. 
It was a boring match, reminiscent 
of those uniamented days when 
fast playing conditions were more 
prevalent than they arc now. 
Rallies of even five shots were 
rare. But for two sets the dull 
spectacle was enlivened by ner¬ 
vous tension.

Eye injury casts shadow 
over Hope’s career 


The boxing future of Maurice 
Hope, light-middle weight cham¬ 
pion of the world, will depend 
on the success of an eve opera¬ 
tion carried out at MoorfleJds Hos¬ 
pital, London, yesterday.

He showed no signs of 
discomfort at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday, when he was a spec¬ 
tator, nor at the Boxing Writers' 
Club dinner on Wednesday, when 
he said he was looking forward 
to his world title defence. 

Boxing followers in the United 
States will be treated to a bumper 
package on March 21 when four 
world champions defend their 
tides. 

At Landover, Maryland, Sugar 
Ray Leonard makes his First 


defence of the World Boxing 
Council iWBC) welterweight 
crown against Britain's Dave 
Green. Marvin Johnson puts his 
WBA light-heavyweight title at 
stake against a fellow American 
Eddie Gregory, at Knoxville, Ten¬ 
nessee. John Tate’s WBA heavy 
weight champion meets a fellow 
American, Mike Weaver, while at 
Las Vegas, Larry Holmes boxes 
another American, Leroy Jones. 
That is assuming, or course. 
Hoi me 5 retains his title when he 
meets Lorenzo Zanon, of Italy, on 
February 3.

Merrick’s courage proves 
fatal for Bristol City

The FA Cup is brimming with 
stories of courageous men who 
played on with crippling Injuries. 
But most of those were in the days 
before substitutes. Today there is 
seldom a need for such heroics. 
Consequently the decision of Geoff 
Merrick, the former Bristol City 
captain. to prolong Us stay on the 
field on Saturday, after twice 
badly injuring his right arm, was 
foolhardy and in the end fatal for 
Bristol. 

Wlrii five minutes left In this 
fourth round FA Cup tie. Burley, 
the Ipswich Town full back, 
played a calculated pass down the 
right for Brazil to chase, with 
Merrick also In pursuit of the ball. 
But the brawny Brazil shook off 
tbe feebl challenge of the handi¬ 
capped Merrick and cut a fine 
ball back to Thijssen. The Dutch¬ 
man closed in. on Shaw, the goal¬ 
keeper, but failed miserably with - 
his shot; Shaw, however, even 
more miserably, dropped it allow¬ 
ing Mariner to pop In Kie winner: 
2—1. Two minutes later Merrick 
came off. 

As Bobby Robson, the Ipswich 
manager, said later, after first re¬ 
fusing to comment on the delayed 
substitution .- “ We punished an 
injured player." " Punish" 
clearly is not a word prominent 
In the Bristol City vocabulary, 
except in the self-inflicted sense. 
They had good reason (ie the 0-3 


defeat by Ipswich the previous 
Saturday) and several opportuni¬ 
ties to punish the men from East 
Anglia, but they were never quite 
lucky or ruthless enougo to suc¬ 
ceed. 

Had Bristol allowed more of the 
mongrel in them to come out they 
would have won. 

Bristol’s goal in the 3Sth nun- 
utc was a trifle scrappy but de¬ 
served. Mabbutt's short pass into 
the penalty area was redirected by 
Ipswich's Osman into Whitehead's 

S ath and from there into the'net. 
lx minutes later that goal was 
cancelled out with one of classic 
proportions that was vintage 
Ipswich. Mills. Mariner and Muh- 
ren played a tighr triangular pass¬ 
ing game just inside the half-way 
line before Mill* found Gates and 
then set off down rhe wing for 
the return which duly came. The 
full back crossed an early ball and 
Wark met ft horizontally and truly 
with his forehead. 

Merrick and Gow, for Bristol, 
and Butcher, Mariner and Wark,

Bv dismissing the two Chappells, 
Ian and Gres, wltt7 successive 
halls here this morning, Andy 
Roberts rook West Indies crucially 
nearer to winning their first Test 
series in Australia. At close of 
plav this evening, after two days 
of this third and final Test match 
between the two sides, Australia 
are 1Z7 runs behind with only one 
first innings wicket standing. 

Having bowled West Indies out 
for 328. there seemed no reason 
why Australia, on a blameless 
pitch, should not gain a lead. 
But once the Chappells were out 
(Greg’s average against West 
Indies is in the eighties and over 
the years Ian has scared more 
runs against them than any other 
Australian) the fast bowling of 
Roberts, Holding, Garner and 
Croft was too strong. In five and 
a half hours West Indies bowled 
nn]v 72 overs, but there was no 
let-up for the batsmen. 

For most of the day there were 
four slips and a gully waiting to 
snap up anything that came their 
way. One of the chief reasons for 
the West Indian successes this 
"•inter has been the fitness of 
their four fast bowlers. By keep¬ 
ing going so well they have 
taken the pressure k»ff each other. 
It was Gamer's turn to he the 
least successful of them today, 
hut that is not to sav he plavcd 
an insignificant part. In their last 
three innings Australia have faced 
only two overs of spin, both of 
them bowled by Richards this 
morning. 

Of the West Indian total. Rich¬ 
es and Lloyd contributed 197. 
Richards was magnificent. After 
West Indies, having been put in, 
had lost Greenldge cheaply tin 
nine Test innings in Australia 
Grecnidge has scored only 103 
runs) Richards reached 50*in 50 
balls and 76 in 100 minutes. Bats- 
manship like this is seldom seen ; 
on the first morning of a Test 
match it is now almost unheard 
of.

made 79 with delightful ease. 
There were some good catches by 
Marsh and Lillee ; the weather 
was perfect and in the last over 
of the day Lillee. taking a new 
hall, sent' everyone home happy 
by cutting rid of Lloyd and 
Roberts. 

Yesterday's crowd was 26,569 ;

It did dot rake Topi Watson 
long to dominate die Andy Wil¬ 
liams San Diego Open here yester¬ 
day and by the end of the third 
round he led the Add by two 
strokes. Oosxerhnis failed by one 
stroke to make the cut and with 
one round to go there had been 
three holes iu one. As many as 
five boles in one have been known 
in. a single American tournament, 
but It is rare for them no have 
been made at such long holes— 
nidi a one-iron, two-iron and 
three-iron—as they were here on 
the first two days. .. 

The weather became overcast 
with a fall in temperature and a 
wind made the South Course play 
long in spite of the distance they 
hit tiie ball these days.

'He' ‘bas 
strength:'rather-than power, berfy 
built like a' lumberjack, and he 
has. - like marly powerful men, 
sensitive'touch with-the putter. 

But when it.came to die longer 
fairway shots of which there were 
several, there, was only one-man 
in it- Sadler controlled himself 
-perhaps better than'be would have 
done a year ago before his first 
victory, bus he could not epneeal 
.his bitterness-ap the strokes slipped 
away... .. / " 

Others took up ‘the ’ challenge 
Floyd, and* 1 n particular,. tinkle 
-whom' Watson appeared, to con* 
.sider a real threat to Ms 'lead. 'If 
we gave Floyd an eight foot-putt 
-at one hole which be missed, be 
would-have birthed -the last six 
holes of his second round. He has 
played abroad a good deal since 
last autumn, including victory in 
the Brasilian Open, but be says 
that returning to the tour is like 
going back to school. The greens 
downwind were hard to stop tbe 
ball on, and his long distance 
putting, one of.bis strong points 
was valuable.

Between them Birds 
Nest and Beacon Light have 
already won more than £28,000 in 
prize money this season—a figure 
split almost down the middle—■ 
and their trainer is boping that 
victories in the Otdey Hurdle and 
the Scilfy Isles Novices’ Steeple¬ 
chase wiU add considerably to mat 
totaL 

.TurneU’s decision to loose-off 
Birds Nest in the Oteley Hurdle 
is especially welcome because it 
will tell ns a thing or two about 
last year’s Triumph Hurdle win¬ 
ner, Pollardstown, who Is reck¬ 
oned by some to be the likely 
winner of this year’s Champion 
Hurdle. PoUardstown wfil have to 
cany the same weight as. Birds 
Nest who has already won the 
Fighting Fifth Hurdle and the Wil¬ 
liam Hill Christmas Hurdle tills 
season. 

Tbe Scilly Isles Novices Steeple¬ 
chase wiU be Beacon Light’s sixth 
steeplechase and very possibly his 
sixth win in succession. He was 
bred by his owner, Jim Joel, and 
time may show that Mr Joel has 
got another decent young horse in 
Knighthood who finished third in 


the last nee at Cheltenham on 
Saturday. 

Xnigbtbood's race was won by 
Swashbuckling, who has the size 
and scope to jump fences one day 
and was probably well bought by 
Fred Rimeil at Newmarket last 
Autumn for 22,000 guineas. 
Swashbuckling was one of three 
winners that Rimeil trained on a 
day of ups and downs for his 
Kinocrsley stable. At Doncaster 
bis Palace Dan was awarded the 
Brewers Hurdle on. the disqualifi¬ 
cation of Night Nurse's half- 
brother, Pulse Rate, and Drusus 
duly won tbe BurghwaJlis Novices 
Steeplechase. 

Rimell’s was not the only stable 
to send out three winners, though. 
Fulke Waiwyn saddled Dramatist 
to win the Tote Jackpot Steeple¬ 
chase at Cheltenham and . beard 
there that C ran bourne Tower and 
Gary George, his two runners at 
Windsor, had mopped-up the two 
divisions of the Rays Novices 
Hurdle on what ‘was 1 their first 
appearance under National Hunt 
Rules.

The phenomenon of a Georgian Shakespeare 


Shakespeare is not forever 
England's. With an emphasis 
on revenge and ghosts, the 
Japanese have made him theirs. 
The Germans have taken him 
for his political histories, and 
for their philosophy. Tonight 
at rhe Round House, London 
will discover that he has been 
absorbed whole by Soviet 
Georgia when the Rustaveli 
Company of Tbilisi present 
their production of Richard 111, 
the show which was the out¬ 
standing success o£ die last 
Edinburgh festival. 

- Drop a vowel or two and the 
name even looks Georgian, com¬ 
pletely ar home at the head of 
the cast list: “In Shkcspere’s 
play, designed by Mirian 
Shvclidzc, the great Georgian 
actor Ramaz Chkhikvadze will 
strut and declaim for a few of 
his finesr. hours/* According to 
the company’s director, Robert 
Srurua, the problems in Shakes¬ 
peare, the temperament and the 
character of his work, are very 
close to the Georgian character. 
As early as the nineteenth 
century they had a translation 
which still stands among the 
best in the world, although Mr 
Srurua .commissioned a new 
one for Richard III. 

While the nineteenth-century 
version reflects Shakespeare's 
own language more faithfully, 
the new version by Z. Kiknadzc 
is in modern Georgian. Mr 
Srurua has also made altera¬ 
tions to the text, gradually re¬ 
ducing the verse during 
Richard's rise to power. There 
are several broad changes and 
rearrangements and the Round 
House programme provides 
something of a guide to them, 
supplying the lines which 
show Queen Margaret in a new 
role as chorus, for insrance. 

For Mr. Sturua such liberties 
are logical. He believes that 
there is a different Shakespeare 
for every country: a Russian 
Shakespeare for Russians, an 
English Shakespeare for the 
English and a Georgian for

Despite such long and co¬ 
operative preparation, there can 
still be dissatisfaction. Mr 
Sturua has actually staged the 
production twice, completely 
revising ir in one month when 
he decided that it was too tradi¬ 
tional. He feels tharther’e is a 
Romantic hangover from the 
nineteenth century- which still 
colours far too many perform¬ 
ances of Shakespeare. 

The Round House, however, 
is much less traditional-chan the 
Italianate proscenium theatre 
that is the main stage of the 
Rustaveli company in. Tbilisi. 
In order to fit the theatre io 
Chalk Fans die production has 
had to be reshaped, but the 
highlight still promises io be 
the much-acclaimed bold per¬ 
formance bv Ramaz Cnkhik- 
vadze as Richard. 

. Wodai- Gurabamdze. a 
Georgian theatre critic who has 
accompanied rhe production to 
London, is quick to point out 
rhe high reputation the' com¬ 
pany holds throughout the 
Soviet Union where last year, 
in quieter times, they won the 
state prize for culture for their 
production of Brecht’s The 
Caucasian Chalk Circle.

The forces used in Vaughan 
Williams’s Flos Campi are cer¬ 
tainly unusual — solo viola, 
wordless chorus and small 
orchestra—yet they do nor 
account for an originality that 
stilJ seems remarkable more 
than 50 years after the work’s 
composition. A melancholy 
oboe is sometimes prominent, 
and there are elfin touches on 
the celesta, but often the 
orchestra seems to mediate be¬ 
tween the voices and the viola’s 
more complex ruminations. 
Richard Hickox, who conducted 
Saturday night’s performance 
by the City of London Suifonia 
and the Hickox Singers.. with 
Garfield Jackson as soloist, has 
a strong feeling for such music, 
and the finesr moments were 
scarcely -less than ecstatic. 

Another singular achievement 
is Finzi’s Dies Natalis, which 
matches apt music to a mystical 
text by Thomas Traherne that 
celebrates eternal life while 


assuming ir to be an illusion. 
Here the vision is less profound 
than in Flos Campi. though the 
result still is acuiely poignant. 
Each detail of the performance 
was exact, yet a seose of rhap¬ 
sodic flow was maintained. The 
tenor soloist, Philip Langridgc, 
produced just the right timbre 
for this music and had excellent 
diction. 

Elisabeth Lutyens probably 
feels that she has nothing in 
common with such composers, 
and certainly her Elegy of the 
Flowers , which had its world 
premiere, has a far more con¬ 
scious internal organization, a 
more deliberate patterning, 
than any of their music. But the 
mood of these settings of poems 
by C. P. Cavafy is a comparable 
one of melancholy, almost of 
resignation. The verses speak 
of the dying of spring, of May 
resembling December; and the 
feeling is acidic, the textures 
are quietly ejaculatory, the 
backgrounds to the vocal line 
(Mr Lang ridge again) most 
variously coloured. This is a 
substantial 'piece.

Northern Sinfoma 
Queen Elizabeth Hall

A scarcity of Loudon concerts 
by our own northern orchestras 
has allowed the Northern Sin- 
fooia to acquire a new musical 
director almost, without our 
noticing Tamas Vasary, Hun- 
garian-Swiss pianist and conduc¬ 
tor. has now established a firm 
link with the orchestra wih 
whom he made his British con¬ 
ducting debut, a link that in 
time will doubtless both 
strengthen and broaden the 
orchestra’s repertory. 

Neil Jenkins was the capable 
tenor soloist in Britten’s 
Serenade , bringing to the music 
a youthful vigour and to rhe 
poems, mature 'expression. 
With a much reduced group of 
strings, he gave an intimate 
and thoughtful performance 


that avoided excessive nuance, 
while relishing the atmosphere 
of each poem. The upper 
register of his voice is light 
and was occasionally over¬ 
shadowed by some insistent 
string playing, but he matched 
his tone well with Hugh Potts's 
carefully tailored horn phrases, 
notably in the Nocturne. 

The popular young cellist 
Colin Carr showed himself a 
player of both skill and sensiti¬ 
vity in Tchaikovsky’s “ Rococo- 
Variations ”. The initial sections 
were marked by an almost 
classical restraint, but that was 
soon dispelled with the more 
elaborate variations. Those 
revealed an impressive technical 
facility in the virtuoso passage- 
work. a specially dark reson¬ 
ance in the lower registers, and 
a keen attention to contrasts of 
light and shade, crowned by 
some beautifully controlled 
harmonics.

The name of Johann Baptist 
Cramer is familiar .to' most 
aspiring pianists, as well'as to 
anyone who stroHs down St 
Martin’s Lane, where the firm 
he .founded still flourishes. He 
composed more than 100 piano 
sonatas, but is best remembered 
by his Studio per il Pianoforte , 
two substantial books of studies, 
published in 1804 and 1810. in 
which the technique of his time 
is neatly limned. 

The revival of such music, to 
listen to rather than to prac¬ 
tise, has never been practical 
as long as our pianists were 
tied to modem concert grands, 
against whose heavier virtuoso 
capacities the music's pastel 
colours would seem pallid and 
watery:'But mow we have forte- 
pianos. and fortephtmsts like 
Virginia Pleasants, who, as she 


did Ia9t year, with C. P. E, Bach, 
are prepared to devote a whole 
evening ro persuading us eg the 
qualities of a composer who 
catches her interest. 

Cramer js worth an evening. 
He reckoned himself a classic¬ 
ist. in the Mozartian tradition; 
but rhere is little of Mozart or 
Haydn in these studies, still 
less- of the troubled world of 
a Beethoven. They do. however, 
have much of refinement and 
of charm,.and an unmistakable 
hint of early romanticism an 
their freshness and their 
fragrant sentiment. One, in A 
minor, foreshadowed the Noc¬ 
turne textures of Field and 
Chopin, with its florid melody 
above a gently-rolling bass, 
several showed _ singing 
melodies and expressively chro¬ 
matic harmonies. 

All. however, bad imaginative 
passage-work 7 of some kind. 
Often it moved from one band 
to the other; occasionally, when 
left and right both seemed 
busy, it appeared to belong to 
some extra hand in the middle.

A family 
full of 
invention 


The Wyatts, an architectural 
dynast}', bv John Martin Robin- 
son. OUP £23 (UK) 


A dynasty. architecturally 
speaking, usually means a 
series of architects developing 
a similar style or altitude. By 
contrast, John Martin Robin¬ 
son is writing about a genuine, 
genealogical dynasty—the 

Wyatt family which, within 
five generations, produced 2S 
arcliitects, 12 land agents. 19 
sculptors, carvers and painters, 
and several engineers and in¬ 
ventors. His book concentrates 
its attention upon 11 of these, 
all of whom achieved consider¬ 
able fame: the Victorian archi¬ 
tects Benjamin Dean Wyart. 
Lewis Wyatt, T. H. Wyatt, Sir 
Matthew Digby Wyatt, and 
Philip Wyart; sculptors, R. J. 
Wyatt and Matthew Cotes 
Wyatt, «nd painter Henry 
Wyatt. The earlier period is 
represented by Sir Jeffry 
Wyatville, and* the Georgian 
period by architects Samuel 
and James. 

Thus the output of this fam¬ 
ily produced as varying works 
as Florence Railway Station, 
Foothill Abbey, major works in 
Windsor Castle. Tatfon Park, 
Lancaster House. Dodingtou 
Hall and Trinity House,, Lon¬ 
don. The extensive catalogue 
of the works of these 11 rel¬ 
atives make not only fascinat¬ 
ing bur very useful reading, 
and could become a significant 
source of reference. Mr Martin 
Robinson has obviously done a 
deal of devilling in his Wyari- 
hunt. 

There is much of interest in 
this book. The Wyatts began as 
builders, carpenters, craftsmen, 
and inventors before climbing 
up the social scale. Samuel, a 
respected architect of the late 
eighteenth century, was known 
as the Wondrous Chip, since 
he had begun (and continued) 
as a master carpenter, having 
the timber contract for Somer¬ 
set House. Like the Adam 
brothers, the Wyatts speculat¬ 
ed (in Portman Square and 
elsewhere) and, like them, 
came a cropper in 1773 during 
the great slump. The Adams 
had recourse to a lottery; the 
Wyatts were rescued by 
Matthew Boulton, whose -fac¬ 
tory at Soho in the Midlands 
was designed by one of. them, 
and with whom Samuel later 
speculated in the Albion Mill 
in London. No question in 
those days that commerce 
might sully the hands of an 
architect. 

For all its interest and 
magnificent illustrations, it is 
an odd book—more one of 
archaeology and hagiography 
than architecture. Robinson 
defends James Wyarr against 
the accusation that he “ des¬ 
troyed ” cathedrals, without 
adducing sufficient reason. He 
defends Samuel against the 
contemporary claim that Sam¬ 
uel might have had a hand in 
the arson of the loss-making 
Albion Mill without evidence. 
There are too many “ master¬ 
pieces ”, Each Wyatt must 
have his—and some _ Wyatts 
more than one. Some, like R. J. 
Wyart’s sculpture, lack convic¬ 
tion. 

There is also a strange sense 
of isolation from contemporary 
events. The 1773 crash, 
referred to above, takes no 
account of the Adams troubles. 
Booms and slumps, wars and 
famines are all remote. The 
Wyatts seem to have dealt with 
the second strata of top society 
I with the exception of the 
King or Queen) more fre¬ 
quently than the top, which 
may explain t/hy. 

The author considers that 
rhe Wyatt dynasty is important 
for -two" main reasons: first, 
the possibility that heredity 
may count. Little is adduced 
on that score. Sous were quote 
likely to join their fathers or 
uncles in any business that 
flourished, apt at ir or not. 
Secondly, it is felt thar the 
Wyart dynasty and its crea¬ 
tions represent .a mirror of 
social history foe the period. 
That is possible, but, in view 
of the isolation mentioned 
above, inadequately demon¬ 
strated. The book is- rather a 
fine work of detection which 
will tempt the reader to seek 
further to find out what these 
people were really like. 

Finally, tbe' price is quite 
outrageous. For £25, one might 
have expected a work of far 
greater depth if even nar¬ 
rower in scope, as a text book. 
It is rather a coffee tahle book 
of greater intelligence than 
many. 'A book of this content, 
with this presentation, at this- 
price. stands fair to ir.iss all its 
targets at once.

Why it is wrong to send 
our man to Chile 


Last week, representatives of 
Labour's International Commit¬ 
tee met the Soviet ambassador 
to protest on Labour’s bef&lf at 
Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan. We urged the im¬ 
mediate withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from that unfortunate 
country. Within 24 hours of our 
approach. Dr Andrei Sakharov, 
the world-renowned Soviet 
scientist and fighter for human 
rights, had been arrested and 
banished from Moscow. 

The attitude of the Soviet 
Government is totally cynical 
and unforgivable. It is clear that 
the Soviet leaders have no 
regard for world public opinion 
and no real understanding of 
the meaning of democratic 
rights. 

What is even more worrying 
is that they do not appear to 
understand that their actions 
are increasing tension between 
East and West and that the cold 
war now' being created could 
accelerate inro a hot war with 
the wbdle of mankind in tbe 
camp of tbe vanquished. 

I refer to Labour’s protest at 
Moscow's action because it is 
important to oppose repression 
from whatever source it comes. 
After all, oppression is oppres¬ 
sion is oppression, and “ left- 
wing” oppression is no better 
than "right-wing” oppression. 
That is why the British Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to send an 
ambassador back to Chile is so 
deplorable. 


The regime of Genera] Pino¬ 
chet. President of Cbile^ ‘ is 
anxious to become acceptable to 
the world community. They 
have spent a great deal of 
money trying to create a good 
image of themselves, to deni¬ 
grate their opponents and to 
minimize by propaganda the 
true nature of their vicious 
regime. Their efforts to explain 
themselves over the torture of 
Dr Sheila Cassidy were pitiful 
and such whitewashing ought 
not to have been accepted by 
the Government- 

In the case of Chile, once ctfe 
ambassador had been with¬ 
drawn, he should not have been 
reinstated until democracy had 
been genuinely re-established in 
that country. It is- all very well 
saying, as Mr Nicholas Ridley 
did at tbe Catholic Institute for 
International Relations last 
Tuesday, that sending the 
ambassador back in no way 
condones the Pinocttet regime's 
record on human rights. That is 
not the way Pinochet will inter¬ 
pret it inside Chile or in Latin 
America and at the United 
Nations. 

In November of last year, 
the “ Special Rapporteur" 
appointed in March 1979 by 
resolution of the Commission of 
Human Rights, presented a 
report to the 34th session of the 
United Nations General Assem¬ 
bly. The Rapporteur’s terms of 
reference were “ to enquire 
into the situation of human 


rights in Chile Thar report 
alone should have been 
sufficient for Britain to have 
maintained its position of no 
recognition to the Pinochet 
regime. ' 

. In paragraph 366 it says. “ In 
its last report . - . the Ad Hoc 
Working Group reported . . . 
that the situation of human 
rights in Chile had improved 
from that existing in the years 
immediately following the 
seizure of power by the Military 
Junta in September 1973 ... it 
is not possible to confirm that 
improvement.... in certain 
respects the situation . . . has 
deteriorated from that des¬ 
cribed in the above mentioned 
report. In tbe fight of recent 
developments, the Special 
Rapporteur recommends that 
the Genera] Assembly should 
continue to exercise vigilance 
with regard to the situation of 
human rights in Chile with a 
view to ensuring that the 
standards and guidelines 
adopted by the international 
community are respected in 
chat country”. 

The report further says that 
a so-called “ ami-terrorist ” law 
attacks freedom of association 
and expression - that the 
security forces have enhanced 
their powers and cases of tor¬ 
ture and ill-treatment of people 
arrested has increasedthat 
right-wing terrorist organiza¬ 
tions operate freely and that 
new decree laws on labour per¬ 


manently .restrict freedom of 
association, the right to strike' 
and the right to collective 
bargaining. The “State of 
Emergency ” continues. 

The judiciary cannot freely 
exercise justice and in 1979 
large-scale detention arising out 
. of peaceful demonstrations has 
extended over many days, 
whereas in 1978, it lasred only 
a few hours. The junta allows 
only those who . share its views 
to participate in constitution a] 
talks. 

.. There is no real freedom of 
expression for the media' and 
the low-paid and the un T 
employed are finding it increas¬ 
ingly difficult, if not . entirely 
impossible, to get education for 
their children. University 
research continues to be 
reduced. Unemployment is rife 
and wages axe lower than ever. 
The largest price rises have 
been those of basic necessities 
and as a result the poor hare 
suffered most. The health ser¬ 
vice, which bad been built: up 
under successive Chilean gov¬ 
ernments, is severely curtailed 
and last, but by. no 'means 
least, the junta has still given 
no answer on the fate of 
prisoners who have dis¬ 
appeared. 

After die report last Decem¬ 
ber at the United Nations, 93 
countries supported a resolu¬ 
tion expressing indignation "at 
the continued violation - of 
human rights” in Chile-

. What is also worth noting is 
that the economic solutions of 
Professor Milton Friedman 
which have been tried in Chile 
bare proved to be an unmiti¬ 
gated disaster. Unemployment 
is running at 15 per cent, with 
economic “ freedom ” existing 
alongside political repression. 

Tbe. British Government’s 
action is all the more deplor¬ 
able in view of tbe United 
Nations’ report and resolution. 
It is also disgraceful that the 
Government has made it more 
difficult for political refugees 
from the Latin American coun¬ 
tries to seek refuge in Bri tain. 
For . the past five years, Latin 
Americans fleeing persecution 
have been able to find safety 
here. Altogether, 3,000 of them 
have been saved from jail and 
tortm-e. Yet in October last 
year, Mr Whitelaw, die Home 
Secretary, announced that he 
was closing the visa programme. 


This has meant that Britain 
has. virtually-slammed the door 
in the refugees’ faces, and now 
stands alone among its EEC 
partners, the United States and 
Canada, in; denying Latin 
Americans' the chance of escape 
from repressive regimes. 

I conclude with a plea to Mrs 
Thatcher and the Government. 
Stop having double, standards 
on human rights. If if is correct 
to condemn - Soviet repression, 
and it is, it is also important 
not to give respectability to the 
repression in Chile because a 
democratically elected, presi¬ 
dent and bis government were 
overthrown by force. Change 
course now. Otherwise, serious 
opponents of repressive regimes 
will take your protestations of 
support for human rights with, 
a pinch of salt.;

Seventy-one - Conservatives 
were first elected in October, 
1959, the election which 
marked tbe high tide of the 
fortunes of the post-war 
Conservatives. They were once 
described somewhat charac¬ 
teristically by Mr R. A. Butler 
as “the poorest intake in my

experience", an opinion to 
which no one at tbe dinner is 
likely to be so tactless as to 
refer. Was it so had ? Out of 
the 70 ,l we can claim a prime 
minister, a cabinet minister, 
Mr James Prior, and the Solic¬ 
itor General. Messrs Nicholas 
Hidley and Neil Marten are 
ministers of state. Mr Johnson 
Smith, Sir Anthony Royje, Mr 
Emery and Mr Van Strauben- 
zee have all tasted office, 
while Sir Timothy Kitsou car¬ 
ried Mr Edward Heath’s bags, 
a task undertaken for a time 
by Mr Fergus Montgomery on 
behalf of Mrs Thatcher. There 
are also some knights, if not of 
the shires, then of the suburbs: 

Two of the 19S9. intake’s 
“stars’* have been lost to.poli¬ 
tics: Mr Humphry Berkeley, 
who can Jay claim to have 


been the most influential Tory 
backbencher since tbe war, lost 

f a lienee with the party and 
ecame a socialist; and Mr 
Christopher Cbatawav who, 
like Mrs Thatcher, was given 
junior office by Mr Harold 
Macmillan, quit politics for 
merchant hanking in 1974. 
How comfortable be would be 
in today’s Tory party is a mat¬ 
ter of conjecture, but it is 
likely that he would have been 
in the Cabinet. 

In 1959, Mr Harold Macmil¬ 
lan was at the apogee of 
his career. “ Supermac ” 
dominated politics, and his 
hold upon Conservatives was 
unchallenged. He led tbe party 
from the customary position of 
inside left. In 1980, Mrs 
Thatcher has vet to match per¬ 
formance with promise, and 


kicks with her right foot. On 
the backbenches in die early 
sixties the moderates sought 
change, and the party’s ballast, 
continuity: in the eighties the 
ballast seeks change and rhe 
moderates, continuity. In 1963 
Mr Harold Macmillan resigned 
when ill, and was replaced by 
Lord Home, who was the 
typical backbencher of the 
day, writ large. 

In 1975, Mrs Thatcher’s vic¬ 
tory over Mr Heath owed 
much to a similar atavism. 
However much the party may 
change, loyalty has never been 
its secret weapon; it is a com¬ 
modity which, like any other, 
remains in short supply. 

Will die party be aov easier 
to lead from the right? In 
1959, the Tory backbenches 
dearly preferred Burke’s 


Peerage to Burke’s Reflections, 
and some at least of the newly- 
elected sat uncomfortably upon 
its benches. In 1980, tbe Tory 
Parly iu.x become p-j.it.'cizzd. 
It now consists of capitalists 
without capital, opinionated, 
vigorous and in no way defer- 
entiaL . . 

The 80 or so newly-elected 
MPs seem to work as a group 
in which the moderates sur¬ 
prisingly predominate and 
which has congealed into two 
recognizable cabals", the 
Blue Chips and the Guy 
Fawks, dining dubs which 
complement the One Nation, 
Nick’s Diner and the Lamp- 
fighters. formed recently to 
keep the light of moderation 
burning in the party. 

No doubt the “ seven ty- 
mners” will be more distin¬ 


guished than those of us who 
were trashed ashore on the 
high tide of 1959. More distin¬ 
guished and more comfortable, 
for the water is warmer for 
the less conventional and the 
party less staffed. I doubt if 
they will be prepared to be as 
easily patronized and placated 
as we were in the past, and 
the Whips (the Sandba^gers) 
who once had only to murmur 
a rebuke, will, if they wish a 
hearing, have to raise their 
voices. What has the rump of 
the “ fifty-niners ” to look for¬ 
ward to ? Membership of the 
Council of, Europe, la politique 
gastronomique, service on the 
newly-formed select commit¬ 
tees, and, for some, a handle 
to their name. But for others 
there remains tbe “ great 
te” which will be played 
ail k is worth.

In a pew book (Labour fond 
Equality -,. A Faftian Study of

by Nick Bosanquet and Peter

. ■ -The authors of ■ the 16 
chapters differ in their analysis 
of what went wrong, notably in 
their' reaction to the role of 
jmbEc spending in an . era of 
cuts. But the collective view 
emerges that tbe last Labour 
government lacked, the political 
will to carry out its programme 
before the oil crisis began, and 
well before its capacity to carry 
controversial measures through 
Parliament was ' effectively 
halted by the destruction of its 
majority. 

. Thus, a Labour Government 
.committed to bringing about “a 
fundamental and irreversible 
shift; in tbe balance of power 
and wealth in favour of working 
people and their families ” and 
to “’eKmdnate poverty where- 
ever it exists in Britain " within 
months of taking office had set 
in frain economic policies which 
led to average cuts in the stan¬ 
dard of living of 7 per cent 
between 1974 and 1977. 

•* Cuts for families over that 
period were greater, with the 
disposable incomes of families 
with four children amounting 
to "a drilling 20 per cent**. 

Even the introduction— 
against the wishes of the 
Treasury and leading members 
of dbe Government—of the new 
- Child , benefit system did no 
more than alleviate the effects 
of other government policies on 
the poor. By April 1979, the £4 
child benefit was still worth 
less than the combined value 
of family support available 20 
years before, except for one 
child families. 

The roots of that failure grew 
from what Professor Peter 
Townsend describes as “a 
savage act of self-injury ” when 
the Labour Government beg an 
to at ta ck public expenditure 
well in advance of any pressure 
from the IMF in laying down 
its conditions for the. 1976 loan. 
For that he blames the Treasury 
which became the single most 
influential source in shaping 
social policy. 

Professor Townsend says tbe 
Treasury’s influence was disas¬ 
trous. It led to economic policies 
that increased unemployment 
more than was necessary,.’its 
“ crabbed and irrational atti¬ 
tude ” to public expendins’e. 
stunted services for the most 
vulnerable people, and' by 
reducing real standards of liv¬ 
ing-failed to confine cots to 
those who could bear them 
more easily. The 1974-79 
Labour governments substi¬ 
tuted long term public, 
expenditure cuts for socialist 
planning, poverty grew substan¬ 
tially, unemployment doubled 
and a wealth tax was deferred.

No question about it, it is a nuisance 


The image of a fat banker 
slithering down the Cresta Run 
without a toboggan was unwitt¬ 
ingly evoked in an avalanche 
cf metaphor in The Times 
Business'Section-the other day: 
" The market was shaken by a 
sudden plunge in the pound’s 
exchange rate, and as no floor 
was provided by the Bank, at 
least at first, there -was a snow¬ 
balling effect.” like most jar¬ 
gons, the private language of 
the City slips easily into 
absurdity. Such technical terms 
as plunge, floor, and. snpwbaH 
are presumably dead meta¬ 
phors for those who use them 
in their hermetic daily jargon. 
For us outsiders they, are'still 
very much' alive, and are 
roused by chance collocations 


to mental motion picture 
shows as ludicrous as the Keys¬ 
tone Kops. 

There is no question that 
such sectional vocabularies are 
rich sources for resurrection of 
metaphors from the dead as 
remarkable as that of Lazarus. 
There is no question that the 
third and fourth words m tins 
sentence constitute a fashion¬ 
able phrase. Tbe air if full of 
confident no 'questions being 
used to bustle dubious argu¬ 
ments past, audiences too slow¬ 
er too polite to object. There 
is no .question of us being able 
to stop the nui5ance t which 
will have to five out its busy 
but brief life as a vogue 
expression, until all of us have 
grown tired of it. But no ques¬ 


tion has the notable eccentric¬ 
ity of being fashionable with 
two opposing meanings simul¬ 
taneously. At times it is used 
to mean the same as “no 
doubt".’ At other times it is 
used to mean almost the oppo¬ 
site. 


In The Times the other day 
t r umpe t-tongued Bernard Levin 
was sounding off about there 
being no possible question that 
Michel Gurnard had succeeded 
in ' his principal endeavour, 
which was to make non-fatten¬ 
ing food not merely palatable 
but delicious. Meanwhile, on 
the Arts Page Alan Coren had 
a double-barrelled no ques¬ 
tion: there was no question 
that die makers of a television 


programme wished to make 
our flesh creep; no question , 
either, that they did so. Where¬ 
as, on yet another page a 
spokesman for the West Ger¬ 
man Government was reported 
as having told a press con¬ 
ference that there was no ques¬ 
tion of any large scale publi¬ 
cation of the official volume 
documenting the Schleyer lad- 
napping ana Lufthansa hijack¬ 
ing. 

It is a rare Janus phrase 
that can manage to look in two 
such opposite directions with¬ 
out getting a stiff neck. Tbe 
idiom is that no question that 
means no doubt mat, and no 
question of means no possibi¬ 
lity of. But die two distinqc 


meanings are sometimes con¬ 
fused, and often confusing. 

At any rate, one old vexed 
question about question has 
been resolved. When question¬ 
naire was imported from 
France earlier tins century 
(too recent to be included in 
tbe original OED fascicle on 
“Q”, published in 1904; in 
the 1933 Supplement the first 
example of its use is dated 
1901), purists complained that 
it was an unnecessary Frenchi¬ 
fied immigrant. The great 
wordFowler himself wrote 
that k was a pity that we 
could not be content wnoh our 
native questionary, which is 
quoted by the OED from the 
sixteenth century. Commen¬ 


tary, glossary, (fictionary, and 
vocabulary, with many less 
common wotds, would keep it 
wen in company. Others said 
that df we did not adopt the 
perfectly good English word 
questionary, we should at least 
stigmatize the French intruder 
by pronouncing it in a French¬ 
ified way, as kestionar. 
Usage has ignored the prescrip¬ 
tive purists, as it usually does. 

The influence of pollsters 
and government departments, 
which preferred questionnaire, 
has proved irresistible. Ques¬ 
tionnaire. pronounced in . an 
Anglicized way, has established 
itself as a native and is quite 
at home. We do well to Angli¬ 
cize our pronunciation of im¬ 
migrant words. The English 


are bad a t foreign pronuncia¬ 
tion. Sir James Murray, once 
referred to the word “Renaia- 

canrd * in a- A 4m* 


ranee ” an a ■ lecture. After 
touching on the facial acroba¬ 
tics and adenoidal'add strangu¬ 
lated noises that most people 
found necessary in attempts to 
deliver the word in.' French, he 
exclaimed: “ Why• don’t they, 
say renassans ..'and. have done 
with it?? In Grand Larausse 
the first meaning of question¬ 
naire is given. &s 2 torturer or 
clerk who sets down the rep¬ 
lies of the person tortured: a 
vivid metaphor for those un¬ 
answerable and interminable 
question lists that civil' ser¬ 
vants torm ent os with.

Labour" government,. acknow¬ 
ledges that some of the 
measures taken were success¬ 
ful. In particular, existing 
pensioners were helped to ride 
the crisis by a dramatic 
increase in the real value of 
their pensions during the 
1974-79 period, while the hope 
of better incomes for future 
pensioners was' boosted by the 
fundamental reform of the 
Social Security Pensions Act 
1975. And, while child benefits 
have not yet risen to the level 
where they would make a real 
improvement to family incomes, 
the structure was finally . 
established tn make that 
possible. 

But the shadow lying over 
the achievements was the lack 
of clear direction oar phil¬ 
osophy. Mr Nick Bosanquet 
accuses the Labour government 
of losing its belief in public 
spending and contributing to 
tbe crisis of public opinion 
over tbe value of health and 
social services, education and 
housing or social security. . 

He accepts that the govern¬ 
ment probably had little choice 
but to slow the growth in 
public spending in 1975-76, but 
argues that was no. reason to 
turn what began os a short¬ 
term economic adjustment 
under duress into a longer 
term social philosophy. Indeed, 
he argues, there are compelling 
reasons to let some forms of , 
public spending grow at least - 
,«s fast as national. output 
while ' others should grow *■ 
more quickly simply to maintain 
existing standards. 

Instead, the government * 
went out of office committed • 

- to a growth rare for the health ' 
service below that for defence 
which, in Labour terms, seemed 
hardly feasible and certainly 
undesirable. 

- “ The government seemed to 
lack any belief m the positive 
role of the core public sector ", 
Mr Bosanquet says. “In this 
sense at has to be judged as 
bemg far too pessimistic and 
defeatist.” 

One of tbe lessons drawn by 
several of the authors is that 
there must be a greater inte¬ 
gration of economic and social 
policies if -the Labour aim of 
greater equality and social jus¬ 
tice is ever to be achieved. But 
attempts daring tbe life of tbe 
Labour government to achieve 
thee toiled dismally. 

The joint approach to social 
policy, which was intended to 
allow ministers from different 
departments to consider to¬ 
gether the impact of individual 
policies on or her areas of gov¬ 
ernment before deciding which 
should have priority, hardly 
developed and has now been 
formally abandoned. The social 
contract fizzled out and plan¬ 
ni ng Ji n public expenditure was 
sacrificed to the perceived 
needs of tbe balance of pay¬ 
ments crisis. 

- Mr R. Sidelsky said of the 
1929-31 Labour government: 
“It struggled to defend toe 
working class as long as it 
knew how,- and when it could 
defend them no Jonefir it 
resigned”. Far from resigning, 
the 1974-79 -Labour government 
deliberately chose a strategy in 
which some groups were pro¬ 
tected but most of its suppor¬ 
ters suffered.

There are few tilings a New 
Yorker loves more than to be 
playing the markets and win¬ 
ning. That is why, when the 
gold price was at its peak l3st 
week, spirits were high among 
the hundreds of people queu¬ 
ing in Manhattan’s jewellery 
district to cash in on their heir¬ 
looms and trinkets. 

Tbat is also -why hy mn-week, 
when the price had dipped, the 
queues had vanished. Nobody 
wants to live with the know¬ 
ledge that be.is selling below 
the top of the market, and 
there . was 'a.' feeling that the 
slump was anyway only temp¬ 
orary. 

I was' out. quene-watchsng on 
the day the price was at its 
highest.- In spite of having to 
wait two or 'three hours in 
temperatures which approached 
freezing, the citizens happily 
clutched their grips, cardboard 
boxes and suitcases warmed 
bv camaraderi and the cosy 
glow provoked by the prospect 
of raising a little cash on the 
side. 

The queues may have been 
no longer then those in Lon¬ 
don’s Hatten Garden or in capi¬ 


tals throughout the western 
world. I suspect^ though, that 
people were having more fun. 

Outside ROdman and Yaruss, 
one' of the best-known gold 
merchants on West 47th 
Street, a plump man with a 
moustache, bundled in a blue 
anorak and a woollen cap and 
blowing into his hands, was 
standing near die front of a 
queue of about a hundred 
people. The hand-drawn wagon 
at his feet held boxes covered 
with a tarpaulin. 

“ This ”, he declared, “ is my 
idea of the last frontier. It's a 
challenge. The frick is Co see 
bow- close to die edge you can 
get without falling over it.”

47th Street between Fifth and 
Sixth Avenues is known as rhe

Enigmatic leader 
veiled in green 


The new Prime Minister’s 
ascent to power is a' remark¬ 
able story of determination 
and guts. The establishment 
within Fianna Fail, which 
faroured the much less per¬ 
sonable George Colley (or 
Taoiseach, was trounced by 
the party’s field wwkers in 
favour of tbe rumbustious 
and colourful Mr Haughey. 

H'rc appointment as Prime 
Minister surprised rhe Irish ; 
he seemed to be a name from 
the post, somebody who had 
missed bis chance 'and would 
achieve nothing greater than 
Minister of Health. 

But Mr Haughey, _ the 
tough guy of Irish politics, 
had planned his strategy 
well. He appealed to nation; 
alist'sympathizers because of 
the feeling that he , had 
dabbled on the fringes or 
Republicanism. although 
there was nothing really to 
substantiate that. 

He is nowhere on record 
as expressing republican 
views; he relied on the 
newspapers to attribute 
those views to him. So with¬ 
out saying anything his 
image as a hard line “ deep 
green ’’ Republican grew; 
his silence on the matter, 
however, ensured that be did 
not alienate all the moderate 
elements within Fianna Fail. 
Mr Haughey appealed to 
those most dominant of Irish 
emotions, romance and pas¬ 
sion. 

His brief tenure of office 
since early December has 
not been ' marked, as had 
been feared, by an upheaval 
in Anglo-Irish relations. 
Although die British are 
obsessed by those relations, 
Irish politicians are bored by 
the subject and it has re¬ 
mained somewhere near the 
bottom of rhe Irish Govern¬ 
ment's priority list. 

Nor is rhere any evidence 
that the Irish police and 
Army are any l'espi active 
their efforts ' against the I 
IRA. Indeed, some s^eccacuJ 
lar bomb finds just south of 
the border seem to demon¬ 
strate that the 1 security 
forces are enjoying (much 
success. Cooperation . with 
the British security • forces 
is also betier than it. has 1 
been for 1 many years: 

Mr Haughey's . political 
guile is conducted, with con¬ 
siderable fUut: as Minister 
for Health he ingratiated 
himself by * issuing free 
toothbrushes to' all school 
children. 

Since 1 tbe arms; triad of' 
1970 he has' been at ■ work 
polishing his image and it 


has paid off with the great¬ 
est prize of all. 

But he encountered a 
degree of personal criticism 
in the Dail on his election 
by the Fianna Fail MPs, 
which is unprecedented even 
in the turbulent world of 
Irish politics. Dr Garret 
FitzGerald, leader of the 
main opposition party Fine 
Gael, was merciless in his 
attack, which strayed far 
beyond the normal bounds 
of political cockfighting. But 
Mr Haughey. whose patience 
and stoicism is well proved, 
sat impassively in the Dail 
chamber throughout ir all, 
and when it came time ro 
reply he hardly bothered 10 ■ 
defend himself. 

He is passionately con- •. 
cerned about the Ulster 
problem, and with under¬ 
standable reason. His family 
were Ulstermen, and he still . 
has scores of relatives in the 
province. His father was 
forced out bv the extremist 
Protestants in the campaigns 
of hatred in the early 1920s. 

A few years afier his 
father fled, "Charles Haughey . 
was born iu the Irish Free 
State and laier was educated 
in Dublin. He was at school 
with George Colley, now his 
deputy, who was his only 
opponent in the leadership 
contest. They had been life-.- 
long rivals and now work to-- 
gether — or perhaps one 
should say side by side— 
uncomfortably. 

What of his_ performance 
as Prime Minister so far? 
Everybody suspected his 
first action might be to ad¬ 
vance the cause 01 national¬ 
ism ; that was because Mr 
Haughey had allowed them 
ro think so, wirhout actually 
saying anything of the sort.

As in other countries, the 
attempt to reduce oil con- 
sumption (Ireland depends 
on oil for 75 per cent of its 
energy) has nor had con¬ 
certed government attention 
in Ireland until recent years. 

But the oil crisis has focused 
the republic's mind quickly 
and Sharply. 

With the move away from 
expensive oil-fired central 
heating to electricity, rhe 
Electricity Supply Board is 
in danger of not being able 
to meet demand in severely 
cold weather. Power cuts 
are an ever-present danger. 

The national peat board 
has on average excavated 
about four million tons of 
peat a year, 75 per cent of 
which was used to generate 
electricity. Two years ago 
more than 15 per cent of 
Ireland’s primary energy 
came from peat excavated 
from the ancient bogs. 

It was not, before the oil 
price rises, particularly 
cheaper than other energy 
sources. Imported oil and 
coal were highly competitive, 
but peat excavation had the 
sound advantage of provid¬ 
ing employment in the 
depressed areas, where most 
bogs are. Ironically, now 
that peat is cheaper than oil 
and coal, the supplies are 
running oul 

Peat production is ex¬ 
pected to begin to decline in 
the middle of this decade, 
and this traditional and 
peculiarly Irish form oF 
energy will contribute less 
and less to energy needs. 

There will remain, however,

A proposal for a nuclear 
power plsnr in co Wexford 
has encountered stiff public 
opposition, and the Depart¬ 
ment of Industry bas pro¬ 
mised a public inquiry into 
tbe £350m project.

If -tax concessions have 
helped breeding, the one 
innovation' which, more than 
any other, transformed the 
face .of Irish racing was the 
establishment in 1945 of the 
Racing Board.'

Maeve Binchy, The Irish Times, examines tourist standards 

Just what the Europeans 
are looking for 




Last year more than a mil¬ 
lion people came to Ireland 
from Britain for a holiday. 
This may have included 
large numbers who work in 
England aud came home to 
see their mothers and 
fathers and it includes those 
whn came on conferences 
and for business combined 
with holidays. However, the 
figure is none the less im¬ 
pressive. because for a while 
rhere was the deep fear that 
British tourists—on whom 
the whole Irish tourist in¬ 
dustry' had been based— 
were going to disappear. 

The events oF the past 10 
years in Northern Ireland 
have onr helped to foster 
rapport; cheap and competi- 
rive continental holidays for 
British holiday-makers were 
another source of difficulty: 
and rhe accusations of an 
Irish holiday being pricey 
and awkward turned 
people's minds elsewhere. 

But now apparently things 
are much improved. In the 
last year for which statistics 
are available, British tourists 
have contributed £79m to the 
Irish economy, and the sight 
of cars with GB registrations 
is now commonplace. The 
hotels that had planned their 
new rooms and their whole 
strategy back in the 1960s— 
specifically with the British 
holidaymaker in mind—are 
now able to breathe again. 
The fear that the whole ex¬ 
pansion and development to 
cater for an English type of 
tourist might have been 
wasted is receding. 

Nowadays Irish hoteliers 
and tourist concerns come 
freelv and enthusiastically to 
British tourisr fairs and pro¬ 
motions in order to sell their 
goods. Ireland seems to be 
back in business as a holidav 
destination. 

In many ways the falling- 
off of British tourists may 
have helped the Irish 
tourist industry. It had to 
examine itself more hon¬ 
estly. Were the standards 
high enough? Could some¬ 
thing be done to make the 
food more appealing? Were 
hoteliers expecting people 
to come and sit;in a hotel 
fnr a week without making 
any effort to entertain them 
or* even to let them know 
what was available ? 

Another great error was 
revealed at this time, for the 
Irish tourist interests re¬ 
alized thev had been concen¬ 


trating too much on the 
market next door. It had 
never been foreseen that 
such tragic things would 
occur in Northern Ireland 
and that these would have 
rhe other less important (but 
significant to many people's 
livelihood) effect of ruining 
the British holiday trade. 
Should Irish tourism not 
have been trying to court the 
European market much ear¬ 
lier? 

Ireland looked nervously 
Towards Europe for tourists 
and achieved a most unex¬ 
pected success. The country 
was proved to have exactly 
what a great many Euro¬ 
peans wanted: peace, fresh 
air. opportunities for boat¬ 
ing, fishing and riding 
horses. Ireland had unspoilt, 
windswept cliffs and long 
beaches with no so-cailed 
u facilities ”. To Germans 
who were accustomed to 
overcrowded inland water¬ 
ways where boat hire was 
expensive Ireland seemed a 
paradise. I met a German 
couple last year who had 
hired a motor cruiser on the 
SbannoD and they said that 
the wife's salary for two 
weeks paid for the whole 
trip. They could come to 
Ireland two or three times 
a year for what ft would cost 
them for one boating holiday 
in Germany. 

I met a Dutch family who 
take rheir children on the 
horse-drawn caravan holiday 
every year. They pretend it 
is for the children, but actu¬ 
ally they enjoy it themselves. 
The sheer peace of winding 
at four miles an hour down 
a leaf-covered Irish lane, 
with affectionate feeling for 
an Irish horse, is therapeutic 
after weeks of industrial 
towns. 

. These tales are not meant 
as hymns of praise to cbe 
delights of Ireland. They are 
in a way a condemnation of 
the tourist business for not 
having had the sense to see 
and recognize what Ireland 
bad to offer. We had to wait 
until the British tourists 
stopped coming in order to 
woo the Europeans, then w-e 
had to wait until the Euro¬ 
peans told us what was 
priceless before we realized 
it for ourselves. 

Now nobody will build 
monstrosities of hotels in 
beauty spots. Now nobody 
will grant all kinds of facili¬ 


ties to foreigners to come in 
and build the kind of gar¬ 
gantuan hotels we did not 
have rhe money for our¬ 
selves. Now, just’in time, we 
can see what the island 
really does have to offer. 

What it has to offer is a 
great variety of specialist 
holidays. I would encourage 
anyone who played golf, or 
liked boats, fishing, riaing or 
any activity to come to Ire¬ 
land. The sense of parti¬ 
cipation enhances any holi¬ 
day, and h is fair to say that 
in Ireland the pleasure will 
be further Increased by help¬ 
ful people such as patient 
golf professionals. witty 
horse handlers, and mar¬ 
vellously confident boatmen 
who give you thousands of 
pounds’ worth of craft as 
casuall y as if they were sell¬ 
ing a pound of tomatoes. 

Ireland is a country which 
can be seen very well 
through its festivals, too. 
These are for people to 
come together on the flimsi¬ 
est of excuses, and you 
might well meet the same 
faces at the seafood festival 
in Kenmare as at the light 
opera festival in Waterford, 
the Merriman summer school 
in Clare, the Galway Oyster 
Festival or Listotvei races. A 
festival consists of organ¬ 
ized days and disorganized 
nights, for its mere exist¬ 
ence means an extension of 
the drinking hours and of 
opening times in the pubs. 

Ireland is well seen, too, 
through two kinds of accom¬ 
modation in particular. One 
is its newly established 
accommodation in country 
houses. These are listed and 
praised in international as 
well as Irish guides, so the 
praise is not just parochial. 
Often they are family homes 
with all the original paint¬ 
ings and silver, and the 
whole family joining in to 
make the guests feel wel¬ 
come. At the other end of 
the financial scale, but 
equally tasteful and showing 
what is best in Ireland, are 
the farmhouses. This type 
of holiday, ideal far families 
with young children, has 
become enormously popular 
and many an Irish farmyard 
now has young visitors from 
Kent and Sweden staring 
with fascination at the ani¬ 
mals while their parents sigh 
enviously over the great

economic advantages tbe 
Irish farmers seem to have 
gained from membership of 
the European Community. 

I do not know why we 
never thought of. opening up 
our stately houses and 
gardens to the public until 
recently. Years ago I used to 
torn- British houses with 
guides and look at tbe rooms 
and stroll the gardens, and 
at the back of my mind there 
was a chauvinistic feeling 
that we must have had just 
as good back at home. We 
certainly had them, as any 
list of houses to view will 
show, and the tourist in Ire¬ 
land can examine the 
amazing Beit collection of 
paintings in Fussborougfa, 
co Wicklow. Last year I saw 
an English couple at Russ- 


borough having to sit down 
and recover when they real-.: 
ized that there were six 
Murillos in tbe dining room 
alone and that there also, 
seemed to be a Goya or a 
Reynolds anywhere else one 
cared to look. 

Then there is the castle of 
Glin. like something out of a 
fairy tale,, where tne Knight 
of Glin or his wife. Madam 
Fitz-Gerald. may be there to 
show you the treasures. Or 
there is James Joyce’s tower 
just ontside Dublin—and 
dozens more. 

There . is a haphazard 
charm about Ireland which 
is hard to define and hard 
to forget. It is that kind of 
charm and the memory of it 
that brings the people back, 
aud now when they are com¬ 
ing back they will find a 
better Ireland: one that 
learnt a lot from its mistakes 
at the boom time, and ooe 
that somehow found class 
and style and quality when 
times were lean.

Its 
effect on profits and era ploy* 
ment in the privately owned 
steel industry would be damag- 
ing. The damage it would do to 
manufacturing industry is wider 
stuL It is a strike without merit 
or: justification. 

The ground on which the court 
grapted the injunction was that 
the ^strike was probably unlawful 
because it was called not in 
furtherance of a trade dispute, 
winch would have earned im¬ 
munity, out-in furtherance of a 
political dispute. The judges 
convicted Mr Bill Sirs out of his 
own mouth, so to speak. He had 
Bnren notice to the Independent 
Steel Employers Association in 
these unguarded terms, “Whilst 
agreeing that there is no dispute 
with any independent steel em¬ 
ployer < [my executive council] 
were firmly of the opinion that 
this dispute is becoming poli¬ 
tically stage-managed by the 
Conservative Government. ... It 
is because of the political inter¬ 
vention that my executive council 
feel that we should cow take the 
action of involving the private 


sector in the public battle 
against the government attitude.” 

Perhaps by putting it like that 
Mr Sirs hoped to send the private 
steel producers to ihelr friends 
in government 10 plead for a 
softer line. What he has actually 
done is allow the Court of Appeal 
to find that hi* union has em¬ 
barked on a second, political dis¬ 
pute distinguishable from the 
first, trade dispute ; end unlawful 
acts done in furtherance of a poli¬ 
tical dispute have no immunity at 
law. 

Though not wholly blocking it, 
the recent judgment of the House 
or Lords in the McShane case 
has weakened the argument of 
“remoteness” in its application 
to trade disputes. The argument 
has become less capable of sup¬ 
porting the equitable principle 
that people should not be de¬ 
prived of the means of redress 
when they are embroiled by 
trade unions in disputes not of 
their making and to which they 
are in no sense parties. On the 
facts _ of the present case that 
principle would seem sufficient, 
in equity if not in law, to make 
the extension of the strike un¬ 
lawful. By choosing a different 
ground, namely that it was a 
political dispute that the union 
was proposing to embark on, the 
Court of Appeal has injected 
another dose of uncertainty into 
the law of strikes. 

All that is said about the 
union’s _ objectives in extending 
the strike can be said equally 
about the strike proper.

THE RETURN OF MR MUGABE 


Mr Mugabe’s opening election 
speech when he returned to 
Southern Rhodesia was addressed 
as much to whites as to blacks. 
As was widely foreseen, it was 
moderate in content and 
reassuring in tone. To the 
crowd yesterday he offered two 
vital things—peace and spoils. 
The war, he insists, is over; 
the 'past is to’ be forgorter;- 
the wounds bound up. After 
Mr Nkomo’s own speech . Mr 
Mugabe could not speak .very, 
differently- The passionate will 
for normality and stability is 
shown m the mass return of 
refugees to their homes before 
the ceasefire is converted from 
truce to peace. In this respect 
he now seems to stake almost 
everything upon electoral vic¬ 
tory, even if some guerrillas are 
being kept in the bush in reserve 
to restart hostilities if the results 
seem unacceptable to Zanu. 

The spofls he offers are a 
reformed opportunityrian society 
with jobs, land and power at 
every level going progressively 
to the Macks.

Many blacks want the whites 
to stay, provided they stay as 
employers and patrons, rather 
than as a caste of masters. Black 
majority feeling is for a tradi¬ 
tional society with high employ¬ 
ment, good wages, open promo¬ 
tion and more land. Land is here 
the key. Eventually nothing can 
satisfy African land-hunger but 
virtually all European land- Bnt 
there is no desire for collecti¬ 
vized farms, so Mr Mugabe has 
wisely, decided to find. land for- 
resettlement—there is a good 
deal—without undertaking to 
destroy immediately the core of 
the white agrarian economy. He 
may well be torn between a 
nationalist prediliction to give 
land back to the blacks on tradi¬ 
tional tenures and the correct 
Marxist line of conveniently 
nationalizing white latifundia for 
conversion to African collectives 
—possibly on the not very pro¬ 
mising Tanzanian precedent. 

To the -whites he said that they 
would have their share in a 
mixed economy. He rejected a 
white exodus. How sincere he is 
time alone can show. It has been 
freely said that Mr Mugabe is 
alert to the value of white skills 
in black states—if wielded by 
Cubans or other ideological 


reasonably doubt what its report 
will propose.

If not, what makes one politi¬ 
cal and not the other? Is it that 
in BSC the employer’s ability to 
pay wages is ultimately deter¬ 
mined by the government (so it 
is all right to coerce the • overn- 
ment) and in the private sector 
of the steel industry it is not? 
Where in the legislation on the 
subject is the basis for that dis¬ 
tinction to be found? 

How are those unions whose 
numerous membership have 
their pay directly or indirectly 
determined by government 
policy to understand their posi¬ 
tion in the light of this judg¬ 
ment ? Is tbeir latitude to strike 
narrower than that of other 
unions ? Or their freedom to 
elicit sympathetic action from 
other groups of workers ? 

What happens, should those 
times ever return, when the gov¬ 
ernment of the day has a full¬ 
blown incomes policy, which 
becomes a factor, perhaps the 
decisive factor, in most pay 
settlements in and out of the 
public sector? What meaning 
-would “ coercing the govern¬ 
ment ” be given in that context ? 

This judgment of the Court of 
Appeal is most timely, not only 
for its merits, but because it 
obliges the Government to re¬ 
consider the Bill it now has 
before Parliament and convert 
it into a piece of legislation 
which deals comprehensively 
with industrial disputes and the 
scone of immunities in connexion 
with them. To the unbalance of 
the present law must now be 
added its uncertainty. It should 
not be left to the courts to 
reform it. That is Parliament’s 
business 


allies. He may have noticed, how¬ 
ever, the immense importance of 
specifically ex-British white skills 
in Zambia, a less complex 
economy than Zimbabwe will 
inherit.

Mr Nkomo. on the other band, 
has made a big comeback. 

Mr Mugabe, already soliciting 
an alliance with the white group 
in parliament, appears to foresee 
that he may not emerge as the 
largest party, and that he will 
be able to wield power only in 
coalition. To make overtures to 
the whites looks like a conces¬ 
sion to the enormous influence 
that rival tribal loyalties are 
exerting in this election and must 
continue to do so after it. 


PLP in die House of Commons. If 
he is prime minister the Labour 
government must either fall, or the 
Queen, after taking soundings, must 
send for one or more Labour leaders 
and ask if they are prepared to form 
a government. A Labour Tarty con¬ 
ference could easily be quickly 
called to produce a name of some 
sort. 

But then suppose that be or she 
cannot command a majority in the 
PLP, or indeed cannot rely on the 
willingness of leading Labour fig¬ 
ures to serve in the cabinet. What 
happens then? The Queen would 
presumably send for the Opposition 
leader. The Labour government 
would go out, and a coalition would 
temporarily come in. How on earth 
would that work in some circum¬ 
stances many of us have lived 
through ? 

And how would it work if party 
conference decisions became, as the 
left wants. Biblical writ? As Mr Reg 
Freeson, himself a left-winger, re¬ 
minds me, it has not been at all 
unusual for party conference deci¬ 
sions to be overturned from one 
year to another, or for contradic¬ 
tory resolutions to be passed by 
the same partv conference. To 
quote':' “In 1959, conference was 
against vniktcnl nuclear disarma¬ 
ment. in 1950 it was in favour, and 
in 1961 it^was against”. Labour de¬ 
bate continues after party confer¬ 
ence decisions, not least among 
MPs who have responsibilities to 
the nation and tbeir constituencies 
as well as to their party member- 
shio. 

Another quotation: “ Tn 1958-70 
conference repeatedly endorsed the

The hunting of 
the Quango

Sir. As a member of two Quangos 
which have both been disbanded. I 
refuse to be made to fee! guilry 
about being an expensive luxury or 
a usurper of Ministerial powers. 

Indeed, until 1 began to read chat 
I was a form of contemporary para¬ 
site, I was happily living in ihe mis¬ 
taken belief that 1 was actually 
giving a form of service to my coun¬ 
try, often in my own rime or that 
of my generous employer. 

As a member of the Metrication 
Board, appointed by the preseat 
Chancellor of the Exchequer when 
he was responsible for Consumer 
Affairs, I was invited with others 
to tender advice on ways in which 
the transfer might best be achieved 
in the interests of everyone con¬ 
cerned. 

It did not serve as an advocate 
for metrication, although it was in 
that context that the board was 
first Attacked in a campaign to save 
the nine and the mile before the 
election when metric-bashing 
became an obriously popular cause 
to pursue. 

The membership of the hoard 
cotnnrised a number of distinguished 
leaders in agriculture, education, 
engineering, manufacturing and 
retailing anart from those of us 
more closely Identified with con¬ 
sumers. Manv represented interests 
closely associated with the Govern¬ 
ment. The fees which most mem¬ 
bers could have commanded as con¬ 
sultants would have been consider- 
s»blv greater than anything received 
for' services given through die 
Board and ks specialist groups.

Hen? again, T felt honoured to be 
associated with a group of men 
and women of distinction in their 
professions who gave most gener¬ 
ously of their rime. Many served on 
a number of working parties which 
made far greater claims than simu<v 
attending council meetings. We 
were, in effect, that freoueuthr com¬ 
mended soecies on which the ful¬ 
filment of manv current social poli¬ 
cies denend: voluntary workers. 

The Government may well have 
been right in bettering: there are 
too many Quangos. It is perfectly 
entitled to set no or cln«e down 
any advisory bodies it wishes, and 
to appoint those people who seem 
most appropriate tn serve as mem¬ 
bers. 

H o wever, k is mistaken to pilloTy 
those men and women who have 
given service to the state by des¬ 
cribing the destruction of tbeir 
work as being virtuous. Thev may 
be wanted attain one day. There is 
also the indecent haste with which 
some, ax least, of the Quangos have 
been dosed down. - 

In the circumstances, the babv 
often gets thrown out with the bath 
water and as far as real economies 
are concerned, reduced expenditure 
of snail above-the-kne badgers can 
often be replaced by far higher 
alternative below-she-hne costs 
which can more easUv be lost from 
more immediate sMit and which 
are actuaUv less cost effective than 
the mechanisms they replace.

The price of gas 

From Mr Barry Marsh 
Sir, Mr Michael Posner writes 
(January 23) in favour of the pro¬ 
posal to increase gas prices and 
states that the answer to the prob¬ 
lem of poor families 1 inability to 
pay is for Government to spend 
more on social services. 

But what does . Mr Posner mean 
by “social services”? The usual 
pro v isions of local authority depart¬ 
ments in the form of social workers 
and home helps are no substitute 
for a fuel subtidy. If Mr Posner 
equates “ social services" with 
income maintenance then be must 
surely be aware that he is address- 
ins a Government which is allowing 
child benefits to be eroded by 
in-?hition, which is currently pro¬ 
posing to reform the social security 
system on a “no cost" basis ana 
which has severely cut the fuel 
subsidy scheme of the previous 
Adminrstnaxion. 

In any event, selective subsi dies 
for the poor have a stigmatising 
effect. The solution to the problem 
is a differential tariff which would 
allow all domestic consumers a 
quantity of cheaper gas and elec¬ 
tricity. Profligate users of energy 
can be charted considerably more 
when their allowance is exhausted 
rnd this would encourage conserva¬ 
tion. 

Fln^Hv, Mr Posner’s suggestion 
that huge mrofits on gas con be 
readily redistributed by taking a 
penny off irctme tax rates will he 
of no help to the poorer consumers 
of gas who do. not pay income tax.

Ethnic questions in the 1981 Census 


From Mr Jeff Crawford 
Sir. Your rather excellent leading 
article (January 10) and subsequent 
letters only partly deal with the 
controversy surrounding the 1981 
Census. The current debate is 
centred on one question, racial ^ or 
ethnic origin. Those of us who live 
or work in Haringey found another 
five questions in the Haringey Test 
Census even more 1 objectionable 
than die ethnic question. 

These questions asked for. among 
other things, the year of entry in 
the United Kingdom; is the person 
naturalized or registered as a 
United Kingdom citizen; the name 
of the country which issued the 
passport on which the person last 
entered the United Kingdom; 
parents’ country of birth, even if 
dead; address of place of work. 

On February 24, 1979, a day-long 
seminar was jointly sponsored in 
Haringey by the Commission for 
Racial Equality. Haringey Com¬ 
munity Relations Council, and the 
Office of Population Censuses and 
Surveys (OPCS1. There was strong 
representation from tire local Asian, 
Cypriot and West Indian com¬ 
munities. 

It was decided to form a working 
party, which produced a well- 
received report on the Haringey 
questionnaire. The working party 
closely studied a number of related 
publications, which included the 
Government’s White Paper on the 
Census, and the parliamentary 
select committee's report on race 
relations and immigration, session 
1977-78. 

We are convinced that the five 
questions, cited in the first para¬ 
graph of this letter, would be cor¬ 
related to a number of looming 
political decisions, such as immigra¬ 
tion controls and new nationality 
law. The select committee, session 
1977-78, recommended that: 

(1) The Government should institute 
an independent inquiry to consider 
a system of internal controls of 
immigration; 


Links with Chile

14 years 
ago. The demise of maculinea aricm 
in parts of Devon and Cornwall (a 
renort which I still find bard, to 
believe) only confirmed the view 
that the stand I had taken in the 
matter, was the correct one.

Inflation a 
threat to 
engineering 
“employers

Continued inflation at 
present levels, roughly twice 
the rate of other major indus¬ 
trialized nations, threatens to 
destroy much of the United 
Kingdom engineering industry, 
the Government was warned 
roday. 

The claim, made by the 
Engineering Employers' Feder¬ 
ation (EEF), whose 6,500 
member companies employ 
about 2 , 000,000 workers, was 
contained in Budget submis¬ 
sions to Sir Geoffrey Howe, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The EEF said it firmly 
believed that the current 
approach to the economy was 
correct, but it gave a warning 
that the future of the en¬ 
gineering sector was heavily 
dependent on the Govern¬ 
ment's ability to control the 
twin evils of continuing high 
inflation and excessive public 
spending. 

Present controls in public 
spending “ lead to cuts in 
capital expenditure, rises in 
the prices for goods and ser¬ 
vices supplied by the public, to 
the private sector, and reduc¬ 
tions in the quality of ser¬ 
vice ”, said the EEF. Cuts, it 
suggested, should be concen¬ 
trated on current or revenue 
expenditure and should be 
-accompanied by increased effi¬ 
ciency. 

The EEF view is that cur¬ 
rent- public expenditure will 
not be -cut while public sector 
wage and salary levels are 
pushed up—largely as a result 
of the work of the Clegg 
Commission—at faster rates 
.chan the private sector can 
-afford' and much faster than 
merited by public . sector pro¬ 
ductivity improvements. 

The EEF singled put for 
particular mention the enor¬ 
mous cost" of paying index- 
linked pensions to public sec¬ 
tor employees which, it argued, 
only served to fuel inflation,.It 
intends to make a separate and 
detailed submission on- pen¬ 
sions later. ' '

Revenue investigates £20m frauds

Inland Revenue officials are 
investigating 37 uses of sus¬ 
pected tax abuse in the build¬ 
ing industry, involving pay¬ 
ments of E20m. They relane to 
misuse of the controversial 714 
certificate issued under the con¬ 
struction industry tax deduc¬ 
tion scheme to sub-contractors. 

Inquiries are continuing, but 
Revenue officers say that “ very 
large sums” are Involved in 
some cases. Main representa¬ 
tive organizations of the indus¬ 
try are being called .in to dis¬ 
cuss ways in which loopholes in 
the scheme can be closed. 

Ironically, the present scheme 
was introduced in 1975 (and 
came into force in 1977) largely 
to prevent tax abuses associated 
with rhe " lump ”. Earlier 
measures had foiled to prevent 
a serious loss of revenue. 

Despite a six-fold increase in 
prosecutions between 1975 and 
1977, fraud and other serious 
irregularities became wide- 
'spread in the construction in¬ 


dustry. The Inland Revenue 
estimated rax losses at between 
£l0m and £l00m a year end 
said there was “ some reason to 
believe that the figure may have 
been nearer the upper than the 
lower end of the sule 

The scheme, now under-re¬ 
view, tightened up the law. It 
is a complicated set of arrange¬ 
ments aimed at ensuring that 
builders meet their tax and 
National Insurance obligations 
bv the issue of certificates and 
the exchange of vouchers (simi¬ 
lar to receiptsj for payments 
made. 

The industry, led by the 
National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. fNFBTE;, 
has argued that these arrange¬ 
ments impose a harsh bureau¬ 
cratic and financial burden on 
companies which can cause 
personal hardship. 

A consultative paper pro¬ 
duced by the Inland Revenue, 
now being made available to 
the industry, accepts rhar the 
system imposes a heavy admini¬ 
strative cost and that some 
requirements, such as the quali¬ 


fying conditions for obtaining 
certificates, sometimes produce 
indefensibly harsh results. 

However, it concludes: “The 
highly mobile nature of the 
workforce and the history of 
past abuse suggests that some 
sort of arrangement for deduc¬ 
tion of tax at source will con¬ 
tinue to be necessary in the 
construction industry". _ 

The Inland Revenue is wary 
of moves to'ease certification. 
“There are serious objections. 
The subcontractor's. certificate 
is a valuable document- In the 
wrong hands a. certificate, even 
with a six months’ validity, 
could be used to shelter from 
tax very large sums of money 
indeed." It adds' that certifi¬ 
cates change hands at high 
prices. 

Tax abuses now being inves¬ 
tigated are alleged to have 
exploited loopholes in tbc certi¬ 
ficate scheme, one of which 
freed companies from the 
inconvenience of applying for 
a certificate carrying a photo¬ 
graph, which had be to pre¬ 
sented personally. : 


The NFBTE is now studying 
the paper, but it has already 
welcomed the Inland Revenue, 
view char the jurisdiction of- 
the Appeal Commissioners 
should be extended to art 
matters covering the issue of 
certificates. 

The employers are alsd* 
pleased by tne proposed relaxa- 
tion in tbe three-year rule,, 
which requires applicants for a 
certificate to have been em¬ 
ployed or self-employed in the 
United Kingdom throughout the 
whole of the three years preced¬ 
ing the application and to haye 
met tax obligations during that 
time. 

The Inland Revenue says ex¬ 
perience has shown that die 
rule is- too tightly drawn, 
because it prevented those who 
had been ill or temporarily off 
work for a month or so from 
obtaining a certificate. 

Mr Peter Rees, Minister of 
State for the Treasury', said that, 
after consultations, the Govern¬ 
ment intended to introduce' 
legislation to amend the present 
scheme.

No reserve 
role for 
the D-mark

The West German Federal 
Bank has extended rhe scope of 
its “ gentlemah’s agreement” 
with German banks designed to 
hinder the emergence of the 
Deutsche mark as a reserve 
currency. 

The banks have agreed that 
their subsidiaries ' in Luxem¬ 
bourg should no longer offer 
new issues of Deutsche mark 
promissory note loans with ma¬ 
turities of five years or less to 
foreign investors. Banks will 
not offer non-residents prom¬ 
issory note loans that have 
already been issued if they have 
less than four years to run. 

Tbe Federal bank has there¬ 
fore closed a loophole in its 
restrictions designed to prevent 
non-residents speculating in 
short-term Deutsche-marfc secur¬ 
ities. The promissory note loans 
in question are usually offered 
privately to large scale inves¬ 
tors and are not quoted publicly 
on stock exchanges. 

Domestic issues of bonds and 
money market paper of less 
than four years life have been 
barred to ‘foreign investors for 
some vears, while in February 
1979 the Federal bank stopped 
public bond issues by German 
banks in Luxembourg. 

The German Eurobanks nave 
also already agreed not to issue 
floating rate Deutsche-mark 
securities or transferable certi¬ 
ficates of deposit. 

This latest move by the Fed¬ 
eral bank shows that the Ger¬ 
man monetary authorities are 
still extremely reluctant to see 
any extension of the reserve 
currency role oi the Deutsche 
mark. If there is.to be a move 
towards a muln-cmrency re¬ 
serve system, they believe it 
should happen in an orderly 
rather than a haphazard fashion.

Currency dealers face 
‘fixing’ charge

in rhe District Court in New 
York chat will not only worry 
many foreign exchange dealers, 
but also could have wide rang¬ 
ing implications for the way jn 
which the currency markets 
function. 

The department has charged 
the Forex Association of north 
America (FOREX) and the 
Foreign Exchange Brokers Asso¬ 
ciation (FEBA), both based in 
New York, with seeking to “ fix, 
maintain and stabilize the com¬ 
missions paid for brokers' ser¬ 
vices in the trading of foreign 
exchange and Eurocurrencies " 
in violation of America’s anti¬ 
trust Saws. 

The complaint asserts that 
FOREX and FEBA acted in such 
a way that -they “ restrained, 
suppressed and eliminated com¬ 
petition ”. 

FOREX consists of represen¬ 
tatives from bankers, brokers 
and. others involved in the 
foreign exchange and Euro¬ 
currency business and to some 
extent it is little more than a 
club. FEBA is the association 
for brokers in the currency 


markets. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment says that these organiza¬ 
tions conspired with others, but 
it does not name any indi¬ 
viduals : or corporations in .its 
complaint. 

In fact the complaint contains 
so Jittle detail that its aim is by 
no means clear. If the depart¬ 
ment really wanted to ensure 
that any form of commission 
rate fixing in tbe currency 
business ceased, then it would 
probably have named indi¬ 
viduals, banks and brokerage 
houses, rather than just a 
couple of associations that do

Sharp criticism of the way 
in which the spending of Civil 
Service departments is scrutin¬ 
ized and audited is contained in 
a memorandum from the Consul¬ 
tative Committee of .

NEB may broaden 
range of support in 
software industry

The National Enterprise 
Board has decided to continue 
its selective support for foe 
United Kingdom computer soft¬ 
ware industry through its Insac 
Products subsidiary. Indeed, in. 
the near future, the Insac opera¬ 
tions may be expanded to 
embrace foe products of non¬ 
member companies, though 
no decision, has yet been taken 
on this. 

The board has also not yet 
decided whether the proposed 
disposal to the private sector of 
the NEB shareholding in 
Systems Programming Holdings, 
parent of the SPL software 
house, is in the best interests 
of the nation or of the company. 

Following foe recent troubles 
within Insac—two resignations 
from the Insac board; tbe pro¬ 
posed SPL disposal; and the 
danger that Logics, another 
member company, might also 
■withdraw from Insac—the NEB 
Is now reexamining its relation¬ 
ships with, Insac and its 
members. 

An important question is 
•whether to change foe basis of 
foe Insac business to include 
foe marketing—and, signifi¬ 
cantly, selected development 
support—of the software pro¬ 
ducts of non-member companies. 

Insac needs a wider portfolio 
of products than can be pro¬ 
vided by the existing members. 
When the NEB subsidiary was 
originally set up in 1977, the 
hope was that there would be 
more members (more, that is, 
than the present five) and 
hence more proposals for Insac- 
batked produers. 


The present basis—providing, 
'say, five projects a year, one 
from each company—is not suf- 
ficent to give a viable business. 
Ir is therefore virtually certain 
that non-member companies 
will be allowed to participate in 
insac operations in the near 
future. 

But the problem will be to 
devise a structure that will 
enable non-members* products 
to be marketed abroad under 
the Insac umbrella,' while pre¬ 
serving the special status of the 
members and the overall sta¬ 
bility of foe NEB/Insac/mein- 
bers framework. 

On the question of foe NEB’s 
bolding in Systems Pro¬ 
gramming, the disposal of which 
was' proposed by Mr Peter 
Adams, SPL managing director; 
the board is now discussing 
whether this would be in the 
national interest, and in the 
interest of tbe company. 

If foe NEB does agree to dis¬ 
pose of its SPH shares, it is 
obliged to offer them first to 
the other shareholder, NDC 
Systems, a privately-owned com¬ 
pany registered in Geneva.

Reed BAT and Trident TV 


Blue chip stocks feature 
strongly among companies 
reporting this week, with 
second-half profits from BAT 
-"KUHunprv* <and a thirdsuarter 
report from the giant paper 
group, Reed International. 

Tni5w»t Television is also 
ressTcstOs and should prove 
interesting in view of the 
battle now being fought by 
television companies for the 
renewal of the independent 
television franchise. 

Significant economic indica¬ 
tors within the next five days 
are fairly thin on the ground, 
but on Thursday there are the 
final unemployment figures for 
December from die Department 
of Employment, followed by 
the report on days lost through 
industrial disputes and finally 
the energy treads from the 
Department of Energy. 

Full-year figures from Tri¬ 
dent Television on Tuesday will 
indicate just how damaging the 
11 -week technicians’ strike has 
been for the television com¬ 
panies. An early estimate has 
now been lowered from £9lm 
to £7.75m against £9m last year 
after profits of £4.8m at the 
half-way stage. _ The strike 
which covered six to seven 
weeks of the year in question 
has cost an estimated 10m in 
revenue before the Exchequer 
tax. 

Therefore, the hopes oF, a 
substantial hoist in the divi¬ 
dend, following the chairman’s 
statement that dividend cover 
of more than rwo was appro¬ 
priate, now seems to be reced¬ 
ing. Prospects for the current 
year show that advertising has 
picked up but with the develop¬ 
ment costs of the new channel 
on the horizon and further 
rises in advertising rates it 
could be a rough ride for some. 

Also on Tuesday come the 
third-quarter profits from Reed 
International, which should 
show a healthy rise due to a 
good, all-round performance. 

Estimates range from £7Sm 
to £80m for the nine months to 
September 30. compared with 
£61.3m for the corresponding 
period. Most of the group's 
major divisions are currently 
enjoying improved trading con¬ 
ditions which should also reflect 
the buoyant conditions of the 
North American newsprint mar¬ 
ket. where several substantial 
price rises have now filtered 
through. 

These figures are unlikely to 
be affected by the recent sale 
of its Dryden mill operations 
which will now show up in the 
Final quarter. A downturn is 
anticipated in the final quarter, 
but analysts believe that the 
group should still exceed £100m 
for the full year against £95.8m. 
Recent sales by rhe group are 
now thought to have reduced 
the company’s gearing from 
over 200 per cent to less than 
40 per cent of shareholders’ 
funds.

Industries on Wednesday cnuld 
well prove to be confusing as 
they have now changed year- 
ends. Therefore, this period now 
covers fifteen months from 
September, 1978, to December 
31. 

Estimates range from E448m 
to £480m against £281m last 
year. With much of the group's 
profits coming from overseas, 
currency exchange rates will 
play a large part in the final 
outcome. 

A 30 per cent devaluation nE 
the cruzeiro earlier this year 
will also play an important part 
now that BAT holds 80 per cent 
of the Brazilian tobacco market. 
Nevertheless, tobacco should 
have made less of a contribution 
overall this year as the group’s 
diversification programme 
begins to bite. The paper side 
should now chip in with about 
20 per cent of operating profits, 
while rhe retail division will 
turn in profits of about 7 per 
cent.

The gold mining industry—and holders 
of gold mining shares — are faintly 
hoping that the hudget which South 
African finance minister Senator Owen 
Horwood will present to Parliament on 
March 26 will bring some relief from 
the punitive taxation which is currently 
skimming the cream off the top of the 
gold price boom. In many cases the 
state is taking about 70 per cent of the 
additional profits which the soaring 
bullion price has been earning for the 
better -grade gold producers. 

But these are Indeed very faint hopes. 
For many years now, the gold mining 
Industry has been the milch cow which 
has provided the Treasury with a major 
part of its revenue. It is the largest 
single source of tax with the added 
advantage from the minister’s point of 
view that it is voteless—but not voice¬ 
less. For years industry leaders have 
urged an easing of the gold mines' tax 
rate but these pleas have gone unheeded 
because the revenue which gold 
generates for the rreasury is usually 
directed to areas which carry more 
practical political weight. 


Why gold mines are 
hoping for tax cuts

Lower taxes and more generous 
capital allowances, it is claimed, would 
encourage the mines and the mining 
houses to spend additional money on 
exploration and to venture risk capital 
on prospects offering only marginal 
possibilities or success. But th'ese pleas 
have made no impression, and the 
argument that revenue temporarily lost 
might be regained from subsequent tax 
on mines yet to come has fallen on deaf 
ears. As far as the Treasury is 
concerned tax in the hand. is worth 
more than possible tax still buried in 
the ground. 

Gold mines—indeed most mines— 
pay two types of impost to the Treasury. 
The one is a lease payment which was 
originally designed as a capital con¬ 
tribution to the state to compensate for 
che exhaustion of a natural resource 
and was supposed to be reinvested in 
new capital assets for future generations 
—a philosophy which has been over¬ 
looked during the years. 

The other tax is an income tax on a 
formula basis which provides for a 
sliding scale : the lower the profitability 
the smaller the percentage of tax. but 
the higher the profit, the larger will be 
the state’s share. On top of formula tax 
comes the 5 per cent surcharge on tax 
payable and a loan levy which is 10 per 
cent of tax payable. 

.The authorities do not regard the 
loan levy as a tax because it is re¬ 
paid after seven years and bears a 
nominal rate of interest. But as far as 
the mining companies are concerned it 
has the same effect as tax because it 
is money which is unavailable in the 
year earned either for distribution to 
shareholders or for capital expenditure. 

Lease payments vary from mine to 
mine according to the government 
mining experts’ original assessment of 
the riebness of the property. If bore¬ 
hole exploration suggests that the lease 
area is rich, the formula is set to enable 
the Treasury to grab a sizable handful 
of the largesse. If the possibilities are 
that a propery is medium to lower

grade, the lease formula is adjusted 
downwards. 

The highest lease formula cm record 
is that which applies to Free Stare 
Geduld in the Orange Free State. The 
boreholes were rich and he state's grab 
was correspondingly large. But a few 
boreholes are not‘true indication as 
Free State Saaiplaas, Lorraine and 
Freddies proved. In recent years, how¬ 
ever, the state has been mofe realistic, 
tending to standardize the race at an 
average level of IS per cent. 

The average lease formula is as fol¬ 
lows : 

Payments are Y per cent, which 
equals 17 — (102 dividend by X) where 
X equals taxable income dividend by 
total revenue expressed as a percent¬ 
age- 

in simple and approximate average 
terms this means that lease payments 
can reach a maximum of about 16 per 
cent of taxable income. 

Taxable income is net income less 
capital expenditure and any capital 
allowances which are due. Ironically, 
lease payments are considered as being 
tax deductable. 

The average tax formula, too, is un¬ 
necessarily complicated. It is: 

Tax rate equals Y per cent which 
equals 60X (360 dividend by X ) where 
X equals taxable income divided by 
total revenue expressed as a percentage. 

Brush aside all this algebra, what the 
two formulae effectively mean is that 
no payments are made by marginal 
mines when their taxable income is 6 
per cent or less of total revenue. On the 
other hand it soars to great heights 
when'the taxable income Is large. 


For example it reaches a theoretical 
maximum When x equals 100 per cent, 
that is when taxable income equals 
total revenue. In such a case tax 
would equal 56 j 4 per cent, tax and 
surcharge and loan levy would go up 
to 64.9 per cent, and tax - plus sur¬ 
charge plus loan levy plus average 
lease consideration would be 69.8 per 
cent. And it could be marginsUy 
higher, depending on. the variation of 
the numbers in the least formulae. 

In essence these maximum tax rates 
are also the marginal rates which the

mines are paying on any additional 
revenue received from a higher gold 
price. It is only because most mines 
are currently embarking on large 
capital expenditure projects—to 
increase , production, to - increase 
efficiencies, to extend mining areas— 
that they are not all paying top mar-' 
ginal rates ax present. 

. But they are paying. For example, 
ui the last quarter Western Deep 
Levels paid 70 per cent overall, com¬ 
pared with 643 per cent the previous 
quarter and 663 per cent in the finan¬ 
cial year to December 1979. And Free 
State Geduld paid 693 per cent for 
December quarter, 69.fi per cent for 
September quarter and 663 per cent 
for tire financial year ended last Sep¬ 
tember. 

Dr Dame Krige, group financial 
engineer of the Anglo Transvaal 
Group, says that to demonstrate the 
effects of the formulae when the gold 
price and costs change, the formulae 
for the relevant rates can be expressed 
as follows: 

Tax amount equals 56.4 per cent of 
rocal revenue Jess 60 per cent of costs. 

Tax plus surcharge plus loan levy 
equals 64.9 per cent of total revenue 
less 69 per cent of costs. 

And the whole basketful of tax 
including lease payments would be 
69.8 per cent of total revenue less 743 
per cent of costs. 

As be puts it: “The state therefore 
effectively takes in total some 70 per 
cent of every additional rand arising 
from a gold price increase and only 
bears 60 per cent in any increase in 
costs as these escalate.” 

He says the system of payments-is 
similar to that applicable to individual 
taxpayers in most countries. Little or 
no income rax is payable by people in 
the lower income brackets and higher 
races accrue to those in che upper in¬ 
come levels. This is usually effected by 
a system of dednetmg specified fixed 
tax free amounts from the taxable in¬ 
come and Chen applying a rate to the 
balance, the rate being either fixed or 
escalating—usually the latter. 

The gold mining tax formulae are 
similar in action and could also be 
expressed as : 

Total tax would be 743 per cent of 
taxable profit after having deducted a 
tax Free 6 per cent of revenue. 

This sort of formula would more 
accurately reflect the position. There 
is, in fact, a tax free amount which 
is the equivalent of 6 per ■ cent of 
revenue while a flat rate of 74.3 per 
cent is levied on the balance. But a 
fpnmila such as this would be too 
simple for the complicated bureaucratic 
mind, or might it be that even a gov¬ 
ernment becomes embarrassed when it 
is clear to all just how much tax is 
paid by the gold mines ? It could be 
a discouragement to would-be investors. 

Perhaps die most chat the mines 
can hope for in the next budget, is 
relief from the 10 per cent loan lew 
and maybe the abolition of rbe 5 Des¬ 
cent surcharge. This would have rh«- 
effect of reducing the tax collectors 5 
rake by some 10 per cent from the top 
marginal rate and at the same time of 
making gold shares just that little extra 
a tarutove—particularly if they are 
bought with financial rands.

O Yorkshire Television's The Sandbaggcrs (ITY, 9.00) is the 
best scries of espionage thrillers that ITY (or BBC, for that 
matter) has come up with for years. If you don't believe me, 
watch tonight's instalment, the first in a new batch. It tells how 
one of the “ special ops " agents in British intelligence—the 
Sandbaggcrs of the title—is sent to Bulgaria to take delivery of 
a list of Iron Curtain agents From the turncoat chief of the 
Bulgarian secret service. 1 have not explained why 1 think The 
Sandbaggers is exceptional. I can do it in a line. It is written, 
acted, directed and photographed in a taut style that never 
slackens. So tightly coiled is it, indeed, that it does not even let 
its opening music go the full course but hacks it off, impatiently, 
in the middle of a rising phrase.. 

0 Westward Television, the thriinng'ITV company based in 
Plymouth, has contributed a little masterpiece to the About 
Britain series (ITV, 1.30). The Gibsons of Scilly is about a 
photographic dynasty, now well into its fourth generation in the 
breezy shape of Frank who takes smashing pictures of seals and 
waves and -visitors. His forebears specialized in pictures of 
wrecks and flora and fauna and islanders standing around in 
rlassical poses. They were the visual chroniclers of a century and 
more of Scilly life, and John Bartlett’s film, with beautiful, 
contemporary moving pictures by Gerry Evans, has in. turn 
chronicled the artistic and sociological sensibilities of this 
remarkable family. 

0 Tonight’s Panorama (BBC 1, 8.10) examines the Afghanistan 
crisis in terms of Pakistan. It includes interviews with General 
Zia, the President, and with Afghan rebel leaders.and their 
fighters as they cross the Khybcr Pass on the way to do battle with 
the invading Russians.
